I do not recall his present whereabouts but I do recall,that he either 
onlisted or < was drafted into the Armed Forces during World War II. 


"During 1935 while I was a member of the Cctv-uuist Party, I also 
became acquainted with MARIAN HOUSE, who * originally is from Vermont, and 
Mr. end Mrs..

”Tho following is ay recollection of events occurring imodiately 
subsequent to Germany's .invasion of Russia cn .June 22, 1941 as they relate' 
to the activities of Mr. and .Mrs. SILVERMASTER, EARL BROWDER .end GOLOS:

York City, con¬ 
ferred xvith EARL BROWDER and requested the latter to put him in contact with 
some cm® who might transmit information ho obtained 1 to Russia.

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"Approximately two weeks after my initial visit to tho SILVER- 
MISTER homo, I made another trip to thoir residence in Washington* I had 
boon told by GQLOS that I oould expoct to bo given some material by tho 
SILVEBHASTERS to bo brought by me to GOLDS in Nov/ York. At this time it 
is my rcoollcction that SILVERMASTER was employed in the FARM SECURITY 
ADMINISTRATION* Unitod Statos Department of agriculture'* His wife was Un¬ 
employed andyWTLLI/$ LUDWIG JJLLMuN was employed in tho Treasury Department* 

My only information at this time concerning the nature of tho written 
material that I was to obtain was that it came from United Statos Govern¬ 
ment sources.

"NATHAN GREGORY SILVERHASTER' is of Russian Jewish extraction 
and was born in the Ukraine, I bolieve, sometime around 1900* At an early 
ago his family migratod to China where he stayed until about 80 years of 
ago* SILVERHASTER thon como to the United Statos and settled in California 
and attended one of the larger universities, I think, in or noar San Fran¬ 
cisco* Ho received a Fh.D« degree and subsequently taught for a period of 
about ten years for a Catholic college somewhere in California. 

“Ho subsequently was employed by the State of Californis in con¬ 
nection with thoir Division of Labor or tho California State Labor Rela¬ 
tions Board, tho oxact name of which I do not recall. It is further to bo 
noted that during his early yoarB in China ho xvns oducatod in British 
schools and Spoaks English perfectly with a British accent end ho also, 
though a very young boy, bocomo involved with certain Russian revolution¬ 
aries then in China, and his sorvicos woro utilized in smuggling litora-

"During tho \csngshoremcn»s strike bn tho West Coast in 1934 when 
BROWDER was being sought by tho Vigilnntos, ho was hiddon by tho SILVER- 
ILiSTERS in thoir homo* I am unable to state whether there had been previous 
acquaintance between tho SILVER! ALTERS and BROWDER or not, but after that 
time thoy were very close friends. 
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"In 1935, SILVERMASTER and his wife moved fran California to 
TTashington, D. C. where he took a position in the FARM SECURITY ADMINI¬ 
STRATION, arrangements for which, I understand, had been made by some 
person whom-he had mot during his labor work in California, It is my 
understanding that ho, remained with the FARM SECURITY aSM IK ISTRATI CL'T, 
United Statos Department of ii.griculture from 1935 until 1942, at which 
time ho became associated with the Board.of Economic Warfare, and aftor 
a fow months returned to tho Department of Agriculture, and then shiftod 
in the summer of 1944 to the SURPLUS PROPERTY.DIVISION of the United , 
Statos Treasury Department, which last-named position was scoured for • 
him by HARRY WIIITE^ present Assistant Secretary of tho Treasury. It i.s 
my impression that ulJICHLTN CURRIE probably had something to do with • 
his securing the BOARD OF ECONOMIC TifARftJlE position ho hold. . 


"HELEN SILVERMASTER, info of NAIM GREGORY SILVERMASTER, is 
approximately 42 or 43 years of ago and was born in White Russia, tho, 
daughter of a Baltic Bardh. Shortly after tho Russian Revolution, she 
went to China whore she married a White Russian-by whom she had a son, 
ANAIOLE, This son who uses his father’s family name was, to the last 
of my knowledge; in tho United Statos Navy, and I am unablo to recall 
the family name. She came to tho United Statos with her husband and 
established residence in California, and shortly thereafter she and hor 
husband separated and she boenmo acquainted with SILVERMASTER with whom 
she Subsequently lived as man and wife. He was desirous of marrying hor, 
but she was not particularly anxious in view of her first marital ex¬ 
perience; but after she secured a divorce, whioh took three or four years, 
she finally married SILVERMASTER. To the best of my knowledge, sho has 
never hold -any employment with the United States Government; although she 
has done considerable voluntary work, such as engaging in Red Cross acti¬

"Tho above outlined information came to my knowledge from con¬ 
versation had with.mo by tho SlLVSHMASTERS’and by various remarks mado 
by them in my presence, • 


"in connection with tho disposition of matorial I received from 
tho SILVER-ASTERS and turned over to GOLOS, I was informed by ‘ GOLOS that 
ho turned this matorial over to a Russian contact,. Previous to my asso¬ 
ciation with the SILVERMASTER group, GOLOS had boon meeting some Russian, 
Ho informed me that he had observed an individual’s photograph in a news¬ 
paper and I recall .that tho name ended in tJAlP * It is ray recollection 
that the press carried the photograph in connection with a story that 
this individual had been apprehended on a charge, of bribing a Standard 
Oil Company Official, GOLOS informed mo that this was tho.individual ho 
had boon meeting, but whoso identity he had not known until ho saw the 
newspaper photograph, . This individual is not tho person to whom GOLOS 
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turned over tho SILVER!LISTER materialy but ft contact to .vrhcrft GOLOS had 
probably turned over otheir infom^tion .prior to tho appcaranco, of tho 
SILVESHASIEK crowd in this .picturo. 

"It appoars that after this individual' was arrested, ,'GOLOS ob- 
’ tftlttcd another contact to when ho delivered Msoaatorial. I later learned 
this individual was known as ’CHARLIE’, that' ho was a 1 dentist, end that ho 
had had a gall bladder operation, 1 also wish to state that in one of my 
lator mootings with ‘JACK’ I learned fr&a ’JACK* that ’CHARLIE’ -was des¬ 
cribed as follows: about 55 years old; S’5" tall, weighing 160 pounds,; 
stockily built, having dark ha±n, dork eyos,and a swarthy complexion, and 
boing' ef Russian Jowlsh nationality* Aftor I had been givon this descrip¬ 
tion by ‘JACK’, I recalled'that. I accidently saw GOLOS at ono tine with on 
individual who answered the description of the person described to no by 
’JACK**, It is,to bo notod.further that ,1 loomed free; ’JACK* that ’CHARLIE* 
was a permanent resident of tho Whited States and had apparently boon In 
this country for meny years. I never was able to loam in what part of . 

Now York City ho rosidod. 

"At ab,cut tho time tho SILVERMASTER GROUP erne Into'this picturo,. 
GOLOS informed no that because of his ill ho^lth, it would probably bo v.i so 
for mo to have a contact to turn tho SILVEHt'ASTER material over to in case, 
something happened to him. Ho nado arrangements for no to noot an indivi¬ 
dual v ia a drug store on 5th Avenue souowhero in tho fifties. New York City- 
Ihis contact whan I knew only as ’.JOHN ’ had a photogreph of- no and when ho 1 
mot mo ho was to toll mo that ’CHARLIE* sent him. In this manner I -was to . 
know that this was tho contact that C6L0S had rseloctcd for mo. 1 mot this 
individual ’JOHN’ about ten times, Thoso mootings woro either pro-arranged 
by, myself-or-arra-ngod by GOLOS-, I rocall, this individual as boing in Ms 
middle or lato twenties,, pall and slendor with very blond hair, blue eyos 
and typically Slavic appcaranco.' Ho had an cnaciatod look, Prom remarks 
mado by hin< It-was obvious..to,mo that .he had just arrived "in tho United 
States and ho spoko very poor limited English*

“On tho occasion of my second visit to tho SXLVERfiASTER rosidenco 
in T/ashingtcRj. D., C., 1 ws. givon by, someone'thore a small unsealed envoi ope 
which I tvould stato contained-probably ton.or twolvo shoots with typing thorc— 
on. I had not boon instructed,'by GOLOS'not -to road any material that might 
■bo turned ever tome,, nor was I to instructed by tho, SILVSR&.STSRS, oxcopt 
that tho latter group seemed saaewhat roluntant t.e giyo mo such material, 
Upm>my arrival in New York City> I immediately handed to GOLOS this envoicpo.

Soaotino -in the early part of 1942, I foaliiod fr<xa remarks nado by those 
two non that others in -the group «woro involved* pi a similar men nor, but 
X was still not received in their fullost. confidence and did hot learn tho 
identity of these persons for scao considerable timo.

"Sometime in •*1942,, howevor, GOLOS began to give no verbal instruc¬ 
tions for the guidance of SILYERMASTER ( and h'is group? relative to the nature 
of the inforaation desired and still later, probably in the last part of 
’ '1942, ho began to give me typewritten,instructions ,in Russian furnished him 
hy ’CHARLIE' to be taken by ne to SILV2RMASTER. My .knowledge of Russian 
was insufficient for me to gain an accurate idea bf the type of iafonaation

Z "By the fall of 1942 ULtMAH and SILVERMASTER began to bring to 
the SILVESKASTER residence docunents which they apparently had secured, .from 
Government files to which they had access< ULUiAM provided- himself with a 
camera, I believe to have been a Contax,, and became proficient in document 
photography. Also at this,ti»:o ho and SILVERMASTER : bogan to dictato to me 
various typos of information. I recall they would refresh thoir rocolloo- 
tio prior to ..dictation from fcaall pieces of paper they would -take out of 
th&ir various pockets as though they had jotted down brief notatiens dur¬ 
ing the day. ULDiAH photographed the documents which he and SILVERMASTER 
brought to the SILVERMASTER residence, which photographs wore taken -on 
microfilm# most of which was supplied by GOLOS, who obtained it- from his 
contacts.

copt that ho may have mot ’the latter in Washington as ho and ULIMAN woro 
both members of tho seme Ccrmunist .Party-unit there.

teriously on the occasions I mot him, but of course have no knowledge of 
what transpired at tho meetings botwooi end GOLOS when I was not present. 


“It was also about this tino either late 1941 or c^rly 1942 that 
GOLOS informed me ,ho was in possession of some very important information 
which ho .showed to mo. This material concerned the Ukrainian Nationalists'. 
and I subsequently learned from GCLCS that ho was securing this material 
from TEACH, whoso first none I do not know, but, who at tho -time was one of 
tho editors of tho Ukrainian’Daily News. I subsequently .learned from GOLOS 
that tho infomation TKACH was supplying to.GOLOS was actually obtained by 
TKACH from erne STSPANKCS7SKI.. I subsequently learned that sceio of the in-' 
formation obtained by STEPAHKCHSKI was attributed toi.JYH FSLYP2NK0,, a 
Russian Orthodox priest of the Ukrainian National Church, who I knew at 
that time was rosiding at tho Bristol Hotel, New York City. J subsequently 
learned fromGOLOS that STBEtfJBCWSKI 'wap put in touch with ono of GOLOS* 
contacts as an investigator, butbocauso of tho ,limited pay ho received 
for his endeavors ho ceased his activities with this contact end eventually 
wound up as an investigator for the Anti-Defamation Loaguo* I wish to stato 
that I have novor been formally introduced either to TKACH Or STSPANKCfilSKX 
aad am-not avaro of thoir present activities. 


'"Anothor individual, of whom X bccamo awaro during tho summer 
months of 1942 was ono :SFXVAK,- whoso first nemo I believe is JOHN.Al- 
though I novor mot or saw this'person I know-that ho was a wr-itor by pro¬ 
fession ahd also did considerable investigating both in connection frith 
his writings and cn specific .-roquost oi*'GOLOS, who paid-him his traveling 
expenses,, plus seme ccepcnsnticni. I 'recall ho traveled .considerably cn 
Instructions Trow GOLOS and would make investigations .in particular areas 
at GOLOS*. roquost. At iho same time .articles by him \7oro appearing in 
the New Massos,, although ho was not a Communist' Party member., „Hith refer¬ 
ence to those trips SPIV. 1 K mado on instructions from GOLOS/ Z: recall 
SPIVAKwcnt to Mexico and California to conduct some investigation con¬ 
cerning tho.Japanese, and also-that ho nado a trip to Texas- in-connection 
with securing information concerning former Congressman NARTXN DIBS.

, “MINTON apparently communicated to GOLOS tho desire of .HALEERIN

PARK'S residence, which I recall was over the District 1 ine in Mary¬ 
land and on this occasion I discussed with them the work they were 
doing.

PARK*s activities on behalf of GOLOS ended, to the bost of 
my knowledge, early in 1943, but his contributions-, as previously 
characterized, had boon'meager and inconsequential, 1 continued,, how- * 
over,, to see HALPERIN until December, 1944 and .during that period ho 
had continuously given no -information as described abovo> 
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"HALPERIN liko tho other persons whom I had b<> 9 n contacting 1 
in Washington, ^;,C, for GOLOS made occasional trips to New York Oity 
where GOLOS and myself would tako him to dinner or a show. On these 
occasions in N 0 *r York City HALPERIN and GOLOS.used to discuss soro of 
tho work HALPERIN was doing for bin but at no time .did I notice any 
indication on HALPERIN *s part indicating knowledge by hirx of tho truo 
identity of GOLOS. It is to bo explained that at tho tine HALPERIN's 
services were enlisted, ho liko -the others, with the .exception of tho 
SILVSRMASIER group, vjas told that such information that thoy supplied 
was boipg -transmitted to;EARL 'BROWDER and ;I have no knowledge if ho 
know or suspected any contrary or further-disposition, of~such natorial. 

M As mentioned above, ny 1 last mooting with ..HALPERIN occurred , 
in 1944, at which tine he was still employed by tho OSS. the only , 

\ other information I presently recall concerning HALPERIN is that -sene 
Jtino early dn 1945 ’JACK* the Russian contact at that tine, told *1310 
^that HALPERIN-had been accused-by -General WILLIAM .DONOVAN of being a 
Soviet agent and that after- this accusation had beon leveled at him, 
according to JACK, HALPERIN had failed to appear two or throe tines 
to aeot his contact, 1 

B Anothor individual with Whoa 1 became acquainted during tho 
latter ‘part -of 1942 was .Ma^jjor DUNCAN LEE, Hy Hirst knowledge of hia 
case from a-remark by MARY'PRICE-at the tine when she was in N 0 w York 
in 1942 that she was attending .a party in Next York City given by .DUN¬ 
CAN LEE, a friend of her- jsistcr, MILDRED. . ’ 

n I rocallcd that at that tino LEE# who Was a law graduate of 
• either Yale or'Harvard, was associated with General DONOVAN*$ law firm, 
in Now York. By way of background, LEE w^s bom in China, the son of 
an.American missionary,- rad is a doscendent of Gen oral.ROBERT’.E,.LEE, 
end I also recall that ho attended either Oxford or Cambridge university 
in Pbagland vrhero ho became acquainted with his wife, ISHBBL, who was -a 
r Scotish girl, I recalled that while in New York practicing lav/, LEB had 
become identified with various organizations interested in the par East 
such as- tho INStlTUTS 0? .PACIFIC RELATIONS,. and it was probably through 1 
his aotivitios in this regard that, ho not MILDRED PRICE, 

?< In 19.42 MARY PRICE -mentioned to GOLOS thivt LBS was going to ' 
Washington, D; C„. with General 'DONOVAN itf 0,S.S r and sho- asked GOLOS , 

' if ho wero -inter os tod in LEE. GOLOS-replied that of course ho was end 
delegated'MARY to handle him. MARY did, proceed to tako caro of LEE who 
v/as given an aray commission directly upoa entering O.S.S,,. but his con- 
tributions woro not particularly voluminous or valuable and SOLOS decided 
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«lt would bo bettor if I woro to moot LEE and dotcraiho exactly tho nature 
of hi,s duties*and tho typo of information coding to his attention in OSS. 
Accordingly, through arrr-ngenents .rnado by MARY PRICE* I fiot LEE^ in^Washing- 
ton and ho told mo ho was in an advisory capacity to Gcnoral DCHOVAN, and 
it‘Was apparent that ho was cognizant of nost of tho matorial directed to 
General DCNOV/jl’s attention. « > 

J, It is ny impression that at this timo LEE* 'who had been a Com¬ 
munist Party member in New Y 0 rk City*, was of tho impression that tho in¬ 
formation ho had, boon giving MARY 'PRICE--was being delivered to EARL BROKER 
but in subsequent conversations and Jfrccj resaarks which como ■ to ny attention 
later as having boon-made 1 by LEE, I boliovo that aftor awhilo ho roalizcd 
that such Information was actually destined for-Russian Intelligence. 


M 4ftor ray initial mooting with. LEE, ho fcogai to supply sw with 
OSS information of a varied nature* Those data woro always given by him 
orally, and ho would novor .furnish anything in writing nor would ho allow 
jao to make notes of tho information he gavo no. I recalled that his in** 

• formation included facts on various phases of anti-Soviet work by OSS, its 
activities in various European countries with rospoct to uncovering Russian 
activities, tho location or OSS pcrsonnol in .foreign countrios, and tho 
nature of their 1 activities. GOLOS attached groat significance to such in¬ 
formation inasmuch as. it appeared to concom most directly activities of 
tho United States Government as they concerned 'Russia. For instance, I re¬ 
call his mentioning ! 0SS-agents being parachuted into Hungary and Yugoslavia 
end poaco mcnouvorings going on between 'tho satellite axis nations, .through 
tho medium of OSS -.representatives in Swedon end Switzerland, Tho quantity 
of information furnished by LEE'was never particularly groat, but-lt was 
all of a nature to Interest tho Russians greatly and his production was 
on a quhlity-basis, rathor than quantity. 


«I continued to sea X2E at .intervals -in Washington, E. 0.,- moot¬ 
ing him for awhilo at his Washington -residence but thereafter mooting him 
on tho streets thoro as ho-indicated ho no longer dosirod -to havo-mo 'ap¬ 
pear at his offico, For occasional period,* of time .LEEwould bo-absent from 
Washington ,on trips outside .tho country but when ho v/as in Washington I 
would see him in tho-aannor doscribcd abovo. Hy association \uth.him -con¬ 
tinued until approximately Do comber 1944 at which timo ho had just-boon 

assigned to the .Japanese Division of OSS and hold tho rank of major, •

®For tho most-part LEE soomod to bo supplying information whi$£h- 
■in his judgment vrould bo of valuo,.. and it was on infrequent occasions that 
l f at the -request of GOLOS, requested-him to obtain .information cm specific 
nattors. To -tho -best of-my knowledge GCSQOS mot -LEE cmly a roouplo Of times 
both in Washington, and' I do not boliovo-that LEE was aware of tho truo iden¬ 
tity of GOLOS although it may wall bo that ho may havo subsequently boon ap¬ 
prised thoroof'by MARY-PRICE as she reswaod his association with him at a 
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*. "The-name by which .'LEE was known to the,'Russians was «PAT* V Hi? 

wife!, ISHBEL,* had-also bean a Communist Party member in Hew York'City, and 
I recall that at'the ..time she was considering seeking United States citiz'en. 
snip she was somewhat'apprehensive that an investigation of her-past activi, 
Wes might reyeal hew Party affiliation and would reflect upon her husband* 

Cn most of the-occasions' I- visited him at his heme and on 'the street it 
would be arranged that 1 would aeet hia alone and the only other person 
present was hist wife*. 

n tES impressed ae as a rather weak individual who was impressed 
•with being a descendent of General LEE, and most of the ‘times I saw him he 
was nervous and •.emotionally upset, he was -extremely apprehensive about-the 
possibility of being under 'FBI surveillance a& he explained to me he was in 
a.really vulnerable position as the FBI sad the OSS at that time* according 
to him* were both seeking to have control-of all United States-intelligence 
activities and that .in furtherance of their .claim, the FBI would -very much 
like to place OSS personnel ‘in an .embarrassing position*. He mentioned.many 
times that he did not llko the work he-was engaged in,, that is, "the collect 
tion of information for-no, and ho appeared to me .t$ bo troubled with a 
sovore conflict of. ideas* I subsequently learned fr*ia ‘JACK*; who was one 
of my Russian contacts, .that DUHCAH LEE had indicated to the person who t'tok 
him over after I coased my activities that ho did not dosiro to continue his 
contacts with the Russian ospionago setup any further. .1 also learned at. 
this tir.o that DWICAH LEE at that time went to China> and J am unable- to state 
whether*ho continued his contacts with tho Russians after this time* 

"About this timo* -semotimo in 1S42*. I retail-that ono VLADIMIR 
KAZAKEVICH* a.fermor profossor at-Cornell University* was.a somewhat fre¬ 
quent 'Visitor to GOLOS* office* This individual, who was not-to my knowledge 
a member of tho Communist Party but who '.had Communist .'leanings,, was at that 
timo baroly making a living teaching the Russian language and giving lectures’ 
and writing oxcerpts for .Communist publications; VLADIMIR was i\ot to ^'.know¬ 
ledge connected with-any government agency nor did ho havo any source for obi 
tainlng information and as far as I know was merely a friend of lco£ .standing 
of GOLO$,. I do recall* however'; that at-some previous time ho had semo-ini 
formation concerning Trotskyitos which he furnished GOLOS*

"tyxothor individual who ,1 recall .was in iontabt with GOLDS .about 
this time in 1642'Was one-A, LAHDY who was a functionary of tho Cpnmunlst 
Party-who operated, from tho-ninth floor tf tho Communist-Party'Headquarters 
in Nw-'.York City* It 1^,my recollection .that this, individual probably wa? 
identified -with determining -the identities-of;all Trotskyitos in tho 1 United 
States and in‘Mexico .and 1 p|ssibly..^outh J&QriUnf, it is-my recollooticn that 
GOLOS relied upon LAH^Y-for ail tho information’ho needed -in connection with 
dotermining\tho identifies*, locations end activities of Trotskyi^esv ■#*•*

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\> "Another individual about whom i heard,, pr.obabljpn ! the latter part 

of 1942, vms PETER RHODES,* recall GOLOS mentioned to me that he'knewaxvin- 
dividual by this name who, so far .as I ever learned, was/a newspaperman and ^ 
writer by profess ion, -although 1 an unable; testate definitely that he wa$ .con¬ 
nected' with any one publication, I do remember s one of Ms material appeared 
in *FM*i but it is.ay impression he was a free-lance writer. With respect to 
his background, *1 learned Hfcbkt he h$d been born in “the 3fhillipinb Xslahds,>and 
there seemed to be some question about his nationality .an^ citizenship inasmuch 
as his father was reputedly a German citizen, There was also information to 
the effect that his mother, who. in fact-was a British 'intelligence agent, had 
killed the father, during World War.-1, and thereafter reared PEfjER herself, 

I pn unable to state what type of information, if any, was being-supplied to 
GOLOS 'by'RHODES, b'ut is -is 'my 'impression that GOLOS definitely was interested 
in'RHODES like he was in 'dther person's in the newspaper and writing field, and* 

1 recall that after protracted difficulties in 1943,. RHODES finally was able 
•to get toihgland in sate .capacity with ’the United States Government, the .ex¬ 
act" nature of which ;! noVep 'know, it was my further understanding that he 
thereafter proceeded to Egypt where ho .engaged in seme sort of broadcasting 
work'for this Government - oither broadcasting pro-allied propaganda or-possibly 
monitoring'enemy broadcast^« I later learned that ho had subsequently gone to 
Italy, ‘ 


^Although I never mot-RHODES personally, I did moot his wife, who is 
a Belgian he met in Belgium, and as late as the early months ,of 1945 -she -was 
still Residing at 40 Monroe Street, Knickerbocker Village, New York City, I 
recall that after "I had hoard of RHODES from GOL.OS, Mrs , RHODES occasionally 
would caanunicat© with,GOLOS through ay homo telephone, but I havo no knowledge 
of tho nature of such contacts, 1 have no knowledge *or .suspicion that sho per¬ 
sonally was engaged in any activities for GOLOS, and her occasional contacts 
with him-wore probably ;in conneotlcn with her husband's whoroabouts outside the 
United States, She and her husband-wore-Ctoaunists to tho best of my belief ♦

“Soaotiao in early 1945 JACK.roqucstod mo to .got in touch, with-Mrs, 
RHODES end determine tho prbsent whereabouts of her husband* 1 recall tcio- 
1 phoning her, idontifyingmysolf, and indicating to her I was desirous of talk¬ 
ing with hor, but' she curtly Informed mo sho was too busy to seo mo,* and it 
was obvious she .did* not want to meet mo. I accordingly roportod that situation 
to JACK, who asked "mo to -press her for. a meeting, but I'declined, Scmotimo in - 
the summer of 1945 Ah likewise requested mb to arrange a aociting wlth^Mrii 
.RHODES for tho purpose of.'havihg her’'husband moot semo new Russian-contact*. 

I declined-again for* tho'roason that she had made .it "apparent. to mo .previously 
that sho did not oaro to have any further association with mo.

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. "It is my impression that the Russians, ih the perj^^of AL,. at¬ 

tach scrao considerable importance to PETER' RHODES, 'because oven cn nee tings* 
subsequent to that’ just described, 'ho continued to requost no to .atpcnp - ®i** 
arrange.a mooting, I nover was able to got a very specific idoa of why Ki.uufct*., 
apparently 'was rogarded as valuable., RHODES is a rather t/oll-toora writcirw, 
Not/ York, and I'havo no knowledge of any organizations or groups with vm-j.cn> no 
was identified* . - 

’‘Approximately six months before the death of GOLOS in November,- 
ho roquostod mo to begin seeing LOUIS BUDENZ, foraorly editor of the ;• Daily, 
Worker* • 1/ of course, had known of BUDENZ prior to that tlno, but I had never- 

not him, although I knew ho and GOLOS wore rather woll acquainted, GOLOS TOk 
xao to BUDENZ/, indicated to-the latter that ho and I* were associated,, and It was 
.informally arranged that BUDENZ would'supply Information to bo in the manner ho 
formerly had to'GOLOS directly. Occasionally thereafter BUDENZ would telephone

\. n I don‘t knew if ADAMIC was actually in Government servico at this^ 

tim^,, but ho*'obviously was woll informed of OSS activities in Yugoslavia, and 
I recall a'good deal of tho information supplied by BUDENZ which originated 
with ADAMIC concerning ihtornal troubles in Yugoslavia, as v/oll as OSS acti¬ 
vities in that country. In addition, BUDBNZ was .ablo to loam 'from ADAMIC 
About tho activities of various Yugoslavian groups in tho United States', and 
passed on such‘information te-mo, I recall “also that BUDENZ occasionally T/as 
ablo to supply specific information about ..certain,United \Statos Government 
officials or employees who might bo sent to Europe, particularly Yugoslavia 
and Turkey, Tho contributions Uado by BUDENZ verb not regarded by GOLOS as 
particularly significant, and - it :is xay impression that GOLOS fol£ BUDENZ 
could be much more useful and productive than he actually was.

*syith respect to HELEN TENNEY, my first information concerning her 
come from GOLOS, who informed tie sometime, as I recall, in 1942 that .he was- 
being -supplied by her with contain material to which she had access in tho 
course of her dutios r/ith a short-wave unit of OSS in New York‘City. J am 
not exactly.sure of tho nature of this outfit except I-know if it weren’t

"Semotirtd inter in 1942 it is ny recollection that the short wavo ' 
unit of OSS doscribod above was disbanded and thereafter 1 believe HELEN TENNEY 
was employod by *Cuq Magazine * ip New York; 1 GOLOS then got tho idea that she 
perhaps could socuro a-positica with vOSS in Washington end I recall that sha‘ , 
did proceed to Washington. .Probably in tho Into simor of 1043, as I recall, 
sho took over from K<\RY PRICE that apartment the lattor had boon occupying,'tho■ 
address of vhich I boliovo is 203S I St^ob, Northwest, Washington, D. C, .Sho 
did In fact-scour 9 a position with OSS.'in Washington and it was hoped by GOLOS *

i ports and memoranda which I recall having soon and further recall that such 
written material included' notations as to the dissemination to bo mado of it 
as -well as the various OSS officials wh so attention was to be directed to it* 

It is my further recollection that seme of this material was labeled <Secret* 
and sobo of it ’Confidential - ’ 

"Ofon GOLOS* death in November, 1943,^1 procoodcd to Washington end •' 
met HELEN TENNEY for tho first time, although X had considerable .information 
. concerning .her 'activities, I explained thoVroason for ny visit whs tho fact 
that GOLOS had died and that 1 I was taking over his duties and accordingly xrould 
receive from‘HELEN TENNEY such information in tho manner sho had poon tu'pplying 
GOLOS in tho past; This of course was agrooablo -to her and I "thereafter contin r 
v.cd to see‘HELEN TENNEY on ay periodic visits -to-Washington and sho did continuo 
to supply mo with Information coming to her attention in connection with her 
OSS duties. *

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"l recall that probably in early 1944 as a result of a conflict be¬ 
tween CARLTON HAYES, United States Ambassador to ‘Spain* and OSS, the functions, 
of the latter agency in-Spain wore considerably curtailed and thereafter .HELEN 
TENNEY was not able to supply me with the quality and quantity of information- 
previously furnished by her.- 1 recall also at this time that HELEN TENNEY>s 
duties began to include semes work: in connection with an OSS broadcast abnitor- 
-ing'station somewhere on Lcng Island; that she had access to OSS digests-prfe- 
parod in connection with her* aonitorihg activities and made them available to 
me. She was “able to supply a considerable quantity of written data Reflecting 
the activities of OSS personnel in virtually all sections and all countries, of 
the world*, and I recall that these data were prepared by ditto machine and as ’ 
previously mentioned indicated the persons .in OSS who wore to see these copies, 
as well as other governmental agencies to whom those reports were directed. 

"During the time I was contacting HELEN TENNEY in Washington she was 
residing alone at the address'mentioned above. I recall having soon her occa¬ 
sionally ;in.New .York City when she-would make visits to her mother, who X be¬ 
lieve is Mrs. MABEL A. TENNEY, 160 East 52 Street, New York.City. I do not' 
boliove she was acquainted with nor aware of £ho activities of any of the in¬ 
dividuals identified in the SILVBRMASTER group, nor did she know Major DUNCAN 
LEE, or^ as far as I know, any members of the PSRLO - group. 

'■ "My last meeting -with 'HELEN TENNEY-occurred in December, 1944, when 
I saw her in Washington pnd told her that 1 would no longer bo functioning in 
the manner 1 ,had and gave her seme specious reason why I was ceasing my activi¬ 
ties* I told .her that someone also would roplaco no and I subsequently learned, 
1 believe frcm JACK, that she had in fact been contacted subsequent to my break** 
ing off eolations with her. 

/ "With rospect to HELEN .TENNEY*s knowledge of the actual ramifications- 
of the work-she Was doing for GOLDS, -myself and the others, it is my opinion 
that she aid not know the true identity of C0Li>S; however, I an of tho opihion 
that sho may'well- havp knovn or at least strongly suspected that data being 
supplied, by her eventually wont to the Russians,, because sho had-.had consider-* 
able experience back in the 1930 r s working with the Spanish .Communists .and at 
t.iat time I know had mailed various material to Russia at thoir behests 

"With respect to compensation, I recall that on probably my last 
mooting with hor in Washington in December, 1944, I mentioned to her that -I 
could lot her have $50*00, 'inasmuch as she had remarked- on previous meetings 
that she was financially .pressed and unable to-afford a muid, -Sho readily , j 
accepted the $50»00» -which I told her she could regard as a loan or in any 
otiior way sho saw fit, and.thereafter I mentioned to JACK that I "had'advanced 
her $50.00. Ho inqUirod if she wore hard pressed financially and 1 told him 1 
she had mentioned that .she was hot particularly prosperous.,, Ko said arrange¬ 
ments should be made to.pay her regularly $50i.00 per month. 
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“During the 'time tint both GOLOS ahd myself wore dealing with 
HSIEK TENNEY I recall that she was known to the Russians merely as f HELEN .I 

"In connection with HELEN TENNEY, as stated abovo, she v/as in¬ 
troduced to GOLOS by GRACE 1 GRANICIJ who was, I believo, in tho editorial 
department of iNTERCCNTlNENf NE77S, which is located setaowhoro in Now York 
City* X aa unable to state -whether GRANICH furnished any information tf 
GOLOS but do know,, however, that .it xtzs through GPJsNICH that GOLOS not end 
knew HELEN TENNEY*

* Another ''individual •‘lirho I know was collecting infomation for 
GOLOS was RU7H.RIVKEU By way of background, RUTH RIVKiN cocos from a 
worthy Newish family in'Now'York City and; was, employed-v$th cane of tho 
Nowish reliof organizations .in New York City* Sho was a duos paying 
Communist membor and. was associated with tho BOOK AND MAGAZINE GUILD 
in connection with her Cormmistic .operations, -Sho was a friend of 
.HEIST TENNEY and I recall that both HELEN .and ; RUTH attended tho same 
prop school somewhere in'New York City, 

“Tlhon RUTH first went to UToshingtcn sho obtained a job with 
0.P.F.R4., which was the predecessor Of tho UNITED NATIONS RELIEF

tho UNRRA.was organized!and .she continued on with the UNRRA?» RIVKIN

cated to me that GREENBURG was associated in some capacity in T/ashington 
with LAVCHLIN CURRIE 1 -It is ay recollection that GREENBURG, who is a native 
of England, had'probably become associated with CURRIE'when the latter was 
one of the.so-called anonymous assistants to. the President, and continued 
close to him when,he assumed duties xyith ; thc Foreign Economic Adriinistration. 
GREENBURG,. who was educated in England and I believe, in addition,, ■took 
farther v work- at Harvard, and who is >rcpu.todly brilliant,, was not particularly 
valuable although ho did furnish considerable information, principally con¬ 
cerning China.

, tt I recall no further mention on this occasion of any work 

to bo done by other nenbers of tho group and there were : remarks by sono 
of those present indicating that there were other nenbers but that it was 
not definito at that tine* who among then night bo able to supply informa¬ 
tion as it appeared fron thc ! conversation that some members of tho group 
had drifted'away from the group. I subsequently learned that in addition

,r T/ith reference 'to' JOHH ABT, .1 had .neyer net - this ’individual 
prior to the nesting 1 -in his ■ apartnent described above,, but 1 1 do recall 
mention by 'SILVERIOTER that there was a person named .ABT wandering

PERLO and FITZGER/.LD wore present and sono conversation was had concern- 
ing the collection and payment of Communist Party dues by tho nenbers of 
tho PERLO group and I noticed that from their conversation, tho -PERLO 
group appeared to be in a rather disorganized state and were suffering 
1 somewhat from internal strife, as Well as lack of leadership.

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’*irately one month, negotiations continued with respect* to her going with 
the firm 1 recall that the financial circumstances were discussed at some 
length and it was‘settled that she, with money to be supplied by JuCK,was 
to acquire from Colonel REYNOLDS, all of the stock certificates held by him 
and his-vifo, It will be noted that at this tine all of the certificates of 
stock in United States Service and Shipping Corporation wore held by REYNOLDS 
and his wife, with the exception of five shores registered in my name.

United States Service and Shipping Corporation sometime in March of 1945* 
Upon her going - into the 'firm I-resigned as secretary and she was elected 
to that position* By this time she had not been able to acquire REYNOLDS* 
stock and. I recall this phase of tho matter still was discussed consider¬ 
ably and cpnsideration was given at one time to the Corporation devaluating 
its stock so as to enable her to acquire the REYNOLDS* 'interest with per¬ 
haps $2000, I further recall in this connection that JACK instructed me 
that the REYNOLDS* stock definitely should be acquired and suggested that I 
attempt to effect this through EARL BROADER, that is by having him confer

"As previously mentioned, the business of tho United States Service 
and Shipping Corporation consisted of acting as an Agent for intourist, It 
is ny recollection that -BR0.7DER attempted to, assuage REYNOLDS 'by telling 
him' that ho, BROADER, was considering some study of Latin American .finan¬ 
cial-matters and that he would like to ho able, to count on REYNOLDS for ’ 1 

assistance along that line, T/ith respect '..to the conversation between BROADER 
and REYNOLDS directed towards the latter*s getting out of tho Corporation, 
j recall that I went to BROADER*s office at 50 East 12th Street, New York 
City, told him what I wanted him to do and ho pointed out that ho could not 
of course meet RSYNOIDS In a conspicuous 'place and x^ould have to select some 
appropriate location, Kc told me to communicate with him a few days later, 
by which time ho xrould have selected a suitable meeting place, A few days 
later he hold me to bring REYNOLDS, RAY ELSON, and go to 16 17c st 12th 
( Street, New York City,, which I loarncd upon arriving thcro, was tho homo of

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FREDERICK V. FIELD# who was not prosent and whoa I have never met* It was- 
on that occasion that BROWDER had the conversation with REYNOLDS along the 
lines nentioned above and it was REYNOLDS * reaction that if BR05/DER felt he 
should dispose of his interest to RAY ELSON; that of course, would bo 
acceptable to hia# Conversations continued with rospoot'to ELSON*s proposed 
acquisition of the REYNOLDS* interest in tho fira and I recall that on 
May 8, 1945, I resigned ay position as Vice-President, though retaining sy 
status as a director and that RAY ELSON was eleoted to suoccod ae as she 
previously had done to tho .position of secretary* By this time she 1 had 
. *>o«oao somewhat familiar ;with tho firm’s business and as I had accumulated 
considerable vacation /time, I drew approximately six weeks salary, and ceased 
to go to tho office regularly* Occasionally I would spend a few hours there 
and vras compensated for suoh advisory services as I furnished, both at 

that office and to Colonel REYNOLDS personally .at his office at 2 .Lafayette

’Mith respect to-Russian contactsthat RAY ELSON had, r knewnfocn I 
tfirst net he.r that she was seeing JACK privately, though rnot as often as 1 
\was meeting him. It -is my .further recollection, JACK mentioned to no some- 
Ithing to the effect that BLSOH h&d *forncrly done cone sort of oourior work 
among members of the Cosnunist' Party Underground* So far as 'I know she had 
no. other Russian contact until J..CK disapppared from tho scene • sometime ' 
about tho middle of May -1945, and I do know however, .that she did subse¬ 
quently acquire another Russian contact, presumably -through arrangements 
made by .JACK, and <up until the present tine she and I have never had any 
spccifio Conversation about our Russian-contacts* r I do know.from a remark 
she made, -that her present contact is a.man, and is tall* A remark by her 
to the effect was occasioned when I mentioned that my Russian contact was 
short and fat. . * '

' "After I ceased keeping regular hours at the office of tho United 

States Service and Shipping Corporation, U took a vacation trip, leaving New 
York City on June 19, 1945 to spend some time at Old lymo, Connecticut* I 
had told REYNOLDS where I would bo vacationing and I .recall he called'mo 
several times on the phono and requested that I return to New York to, 
advise or assist him in various business ma tters, Ho remarked that he 
was most desirous of conferring with me in .New York City, because AlTliad 
not been in touch with him recently, that the business generally .was 
confused because RAY ELSON*s -financial participation had been stalemated 
and ho ■was not favorably inclined towards ELSON,

”1 returned to New York City approximately 2 u’bcks after my depart¬ 
ure and on this occasion saw REYNOLDS. He told mo that I-would probably need

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funds and suggested that I transfer to him ray five shares of Corporation 
stock, tirhich incidentally, had 1 originally been given to no by hin as a gift. 
So far as I recall, nothing further of consequence transpired at this noot- 
ing and I returned to Connecticut, Approximately 2 weeks later,, logain cano 
back to New York and saw RAY ELSON at tho office. She requested that I 
transfer to her ry stock certificates and I told her that was innossiblo 
as I had previously transferred then to REYNOLDS. This angered her consider¬ 
ably and she node,-sonerornrk about'ny ‘cutting her throat*. It was on this 
occasion that she infomed ne she had boon given $500 by her Russian contact 
for tho purpose of acquiringsome of REYNOLDS* stook, it being.understood 
that She was to receive nine-from no for nothing*

"I spent the nonth of August 1945 In Connecticut and during this 
tirse I made 2 or 3 trips to, New York City, on which occasions I would sec 
Colonel REYNOLDS, RAY ELSON and AL , tho latter on just one occasion that 
month., Tho affairs of tho Corporation socned to be dragging along at this 
stage and overyono scored'to be just -waiting for something to happen. AL 
urged ae to make a clean break' from tho Corporation and I pointod out to 
hin that was impossible at that tine because tho,status of .REYNOLDS was 
unsettled 1 , which neant that RAY ELSON’s position also was uncertain. Ho 
repeated his desire that' I stay completely away from the Corporation and 
that natters would be adjusted in a satisfactory manner, 

*1 returned to New York City to stay on approximately September 15, 
.1945, at which time I conferred with Colonel .REYNOLDS, who insisted that I 
rejoin'the United States Service and Shipping Corporation on a full-time 
basis. Ho informed no that RAY ELSON had never been able to acquire any 
stock in the firm; that he did not like her and that 'ho felt I xvas indispen¬ 
sable to the firm’s business. Accordingly I did resume py work with the 
firm almost immediately after my return-to this city and have continued to 
bo associated there on a, full-time basis up until the present time,

"By way cf background concerning the corporate affairs of the 
United States Service and Shipping Corporation, as well as of TTorld Tourist 
Inc., I should say that in Juno 1944,- EARL BROWDER summoned me to his 
office in New York and told no that ho was anxious that I should operate 
TTorld Tourist, Ino. for tho Communist Party. He pointed out that this* con- 
corn had been ‘Commandeered by GOLOS*, that It was wholly owned by the 
United States Communist Party ;funds, and that he foltX could operate tho 
business>at a,financial profit*' It was-his proposition that I was'to cease., 
all my other business'activities .and concentrate wholly on tho opcratl'orAnf 
TTorld Tourist Ino, Ho asked mo to think the proposal over and,see hlm-in 
a month or so later at his summer homo near Monroe, Now York, Accordingly, 

I made a trip to Monroe sometime in July 1944 and again discussed th'o

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“proposition with him ,and informed him J was not willing to uhdcrtako 
the venture#* reason for so doclining was that 1 vanned -to bo completely 
dis-associated from him and his* cohorts# I want to mcHtion that bis cxplana- 
tion for advancing this proposition was that he felt the,situation was very 
dangerous!,’ inasmuch as both TTorid tourist Inc. and tho'United States Service 
and Shipping Corporation v/ero involved in Russian espionage activities^, point 
ingout the previous difficulties encountered by Tforlid Tourist Inc# with,' 
reference fto the Registration Act prosecutions, 1 and indicated further 
that tho pro sonde in the firm of Communist Party finances was’undosirablo# 

He obviously was very apprehensive that the Russians*.would realise the 
gravity o 4 f the situation, would consequently, seek to divorce both firm* 
froxa thoir American .Coxraunist Party connections .and'that, rather than'wait 
•for such an eventuality, -he would anticipate it: and take Y/orld Touristy 
Inc., for himself and the United States Communist party«- 


M As‘stated above, I rojeoted his proposal and natters continued 
in status-quo# I did however,- inform RILL, -<my Russian contact, at that 
•tine, of .BRCODER»s intentions and likewise kept Insisting to BROODER that he 
secure someone to roplace me in VTorld Tourist Inc# 


”In November, 1944, upon ay meeting AL for tho first time, ho 
advanced the dual proposition to me that I sfyojuld dis-associatc myself 
entiroly from, the affairs of both tho United States Service and-Shipping , 
Corporation and T7orld Tourist Inc#,, toko a long vacation'and indicated 
that subsequently some business would bo arranged'fOr ( me# Ho was confronted 
at that time with, tho problems of both what -to- do, about the two business 
firm os well as what to do with me personally# X recall that AL was' just 
as anxious as BRCTTDSR to effect a separation between the two firms and 
tho American Commist Party, group# Also at this time there was being 
, .considered the advisabilicy of securing soncone.to acquire Colonel 
REYNOLDS* interest in tho United States Service "and Shipping Corporation 
and-AL favored rotaining REYNOLDS by placing someone in* tho firm to, take 
ay place#* I recall that JACK was strongly in favor of eliminating REYNOLDS, 
it being noted that. REYNOLDjS was somewhat anti-Semitic and JACK greatly 
resented this attitude, ".fiLth respect to tho ambitions and plans of 
both BRCJDER and tho RUSSIANS in the above described matters, all 
negotiations to tho best of my knowledge and belief, between JACK and AL on 
one hand and BROTDER on the other,, were'carried on through mo- and so far as 
I knew, tho two Russians wore not negotiating personally and directly with ./ 
SHOT DER. I am quite positive of this, because JACK had mentioned to mo that 
ho obviously could not moot BRGTDER>and it is my impression mow that 
neither JACK nor AL ever met BRU.7DER personally.

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M In about .January >or February 1945* as a result of the above 
mentioned negotiations, it was .finally dcoided that 'world Tourist Incorporated 
would bo turned over to BROADER and that the Russians would dis-associato 
t hens elves from any subsequent activities insofar as it concerned w’orld 
Tourist Incorporated* I wish to state that it xius necessary, for no to 
remain active in TTorld Tourist Incorporated until April 1945,, at which tine 
" T orld Tourist Incorporated had acquired the services of LOUIS BERDANSKY, who 
took over the duties that !■ had previously been performing* At tho tine it 
was decided to turn ^orId Tourist Incorporated over to DROADER, it was , 
also arranged that when the; Russians took over United States Service and 
Shipping Corporation, they were to reimburse 'BROl'JDBR for the $15,000 that 
vras originally paid into United States Scrvico and Shipping Corporation by 
BROADER* when this was acoomplishod the Communist Party would bo completely 
bivorcod from any activity insofar as they concerned United States Servico 
and Shipping Corporation* I wish to stato, however, that the $15,000 
invested in the United Statos.-Service and Shipping Corporation has never 
been repaid to BROADER and in ay opinion never will bo, because I feel 
definitely tho Russians realise that such a movement xirould not be 
financially sound. 

"Vflicn I returned on a full-tino basis to the Office of the United 
States Service and Shipping Corporation,. RAY ELSOiT was still thero regularly 
and continued to bo there on a full-time basis until the .first week in 
October, 1945, at which time she told ne she had made up her .mind to resign^ 
She said sho vras dissatisfied with tho type of work she was doing In the 
office and mentioned that in addition sho had received indications that 
her husband would return to the United States In tno immediate future and 
’that she wanted some .tine to herself* I asked her if she had told'her 
Russian contact of her plans and sho said »No** and told no she had made 
up-her mind herself ,and was.making the move on her own initiative*• J 
cautioned her that such a move on her part, might have serious'ropcrcussions, 
but sho declared her mind was -made up*. Accordingly she did cease her 
working regularly’at the office, though she remained on the payroll until 
November 1,' 1945,, and occasionally did stop in the office for a few 
ninutos. Tilth respect tr her -participation in Russian espionage, I new 
recall that in the latter part of May 1945, JACK told no he might not sec' * 
mo in tho future and that I should not worry because AL would still be 
around*. 7 

• "He .$old mo that If I didn’t see him within tho next few days 
I would receive a post card with some innocuous nossago on it and that this 
would mean I was to moot AL in'Tashlngton 2 days subsequent to the postmark 
on tho card.: I did not see JACK at anytime in the future nor-did I receive 
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"such a post card, ond'ftooordingjy told RAY ELS ON that I had boon unable to 
acct anyone for sonc tine, A >fow days -later, presumably after she passed 
along that message to her contact, she told no’.to go to Vashingtort to aaet 
ny contact,, that mooting to take place, to the best of say recollection, on 
June 6th or 8th, ,194,5, at a snail notion picture theatre in “Washington# I 
did travel to 'Washington and not AL in a theatre, the nano and location of 
which I an presently unable to recall. As further indication o£-£aY ELS ON's 
participation and connection with Russians in this country, I renonber that 
at ry neeting with AL in Washington on June 6th or 8th,, 1945, ‘it was 
, arranged that we would moot again in 2 months,, also in Washington, By this 
latter date I had begun my Vacation in Connecticut and did again travel 
to Washington for this neeting.. .No one appeared, hewover,, and I returned 
to New York and told RAY ELSON that my contact had failed to appear and that 
I was 'returning to Connecticut. A few days later .she telephoned me in 
Cpnnocticut, told no sho had some urgent business to discuss with ne, and 
requested that I cone to Nov/ 'York* I did cone on down to New York and sho 
told no that a mooting with , AL had been arranged for, ne the following day 
in TTashington. I told her I -did not want to go to ‘Washington, and would 
not go, and was going back to the country, .1 returned to Connecticut, and 
again in a few, days she telephoned ne, asking that 1 again cone down to New 
York City, ’when I arrived sho told no that a meeting had been arranged with 
*J, for the following day in Now York City. I recall 'that this mooting took , 
placo in New York on the appointed'day, and was at Alexander's, at 50th 
Street and 6th Avenue, New York City, I also recall that on my latter 
neeting with AL he made a, definite date to meet no in New York on 
November 4, 1945.

She later informed mo that she had seen her contact the previous Sunday and 
had,suggested to him that-he get ,in touch with .AL and to arrange for AL 
to meet me at 7:00 P,li,, at Guffantis* Restaurant ’.at 26th Street and 7th 
Avenue, New York City, 

... wish to state that this mooting on No voider ■ 9. 1945, did not mater¬ 

ialize but AL.obviously knew .that ho was supposed to moot no on that date 
bccauso on the occasion of my meeting with him on November 21, 1945, ho ' 
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"apologized profusely, for his -failure to appear and ascribed it to the fact 
that he was .on the /Test Coast and was unable to return East on time, 

"During ay association with GOLOS, BILL,-, JACK, and AL, I. ' 
learned of sozae of the techniques that .were employed by these people in 
connection with -their intelligence work* As, to .'finances; ,I recall that 
during my collaboration with GOLOS, funds were not readily forthcoming, 
although eventually, after considerable wrangling and waiting, GOLOS'was 
able to supply me with money, with which I could reimburse myself for travel-' 1 
ing expenses and for such 1 purchases as I might make on his Instructions, 
for instance, obtaining Christmas,gifts for my contacts* I at-no time re¬ 
ceived a salary from.him> nor from any of his successors, and was. only 
reimbursed for'my travel and for purchases made on his account* Mhon I would 
submit to him a bill for expenses, 1 would have to itemize ay expenditures,* 
and in the case of seeking reimbursement for gift purchases, T followed the 
practice of retaining the sales slip, and attaching to it*a simple statement 
showing the name of'the person who received the gift* It is,my recollection 
that GOLOS complained considerably about the delay in receiving funds,, and- 
although'I do not knew of my own knowledge what his source of money was, it 
is my conclusion that someone in Now York City was supplying him with money*.

“I want to point out that GOLOS had Inherited some money or 
property from the estate of his father, whose last name was Rasin, and who, 

I believe, owned*a textile mill of some kind in.New England, at’the time of 
his death* GOLOS subsisted on this inheritance, and alsoji of course, was 
able to djraw a salary from "7orld Tourists, Inc ? , and I do not think he over 
took any additional, remuneration. Ho--even defrayed entertainment expenses 
himself,‘ that is, on the occasion of seme of the VTashxngton contacts visiting 
New York, when he would take them to dinner or to a theatre*

*•! am-of the opinion that during the later years of my associa- * 
tion with GOLOS, he was receiving .between $2,fOO.fO and -^3,000*00 -probably 
each two jaonths, and for a time these funds were handled through me; for 
instance, ‘the individual known to me’as-JOHN, whoa I have described as a 
young blond Russian, whom I .wt probably in August, 1941. and-who, T believe, 
was probably connected .with -ht ; U,S.S*R. Consulate in New York'City, occasion¬ 
ally passed to mo his bri.eJ o'.-.ty which upon ay sub*equcnv examination thereof 
would contain an envelopo with $2,000*00 or $3,000 t 0;* y, of- course, turned 
over the envelope'arid Its contents "to GOLOS,. and rotainoi .tho brief case* It 
is ay further observation that all transactions were handled in cash, and tho 
denomination of the funds was never to'exceed $20.00, 

’faith respect to tho ultimate disposition mace by GOLOS of such 
suras as I have described, 'it is to be noted that ay expenses during that ti £j 
approximated $100*00 per month, and It is accordingly apparent that he was 
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’’supplying funds, either in the fora of salary or as reimbursement for 
expenses, to a number of other people, one of-whom I know to havo been 
JLVRRY KAGAN, an employee of the Transport Division of the Soviet Purchasing 
iJoiaaiS'Sion,. and another of whom I knew to havo been an individual named 
RIJAK, also an employee, I believe, of the Soviet Purchasing Comission, 

Also during this timd> GOLOS was supplying funds to JOHN SPIVAK, because I 

recall haying seen receipts executed by hia,

’’After the deatk of GOLOS, the restrictions on finances appeared 
to havo been s,oncwhat relaxed, because 1 thereafter the delays in socuring 
reimbursement for expensos were not nearly as long, and in fact oixo of GOLOSp^ 
successors, oithcr BILL or JACK, commented to-mo one time that money was no 
object os long as it was going “fob a worthwhile purpose, 

"BILL, -who was my first Russian contact subsequent to the 
death of GOLOS, handled finances ih the .same general manner previously used 
by GOLOS; for instance, on the occasidn of ny purchasing a number of Christmas 
.gifts in 1943, BILL reimbursed mo for my expenditures, and on the following 
Christmas, when I again purchased a number of gifts for ay American contacts* ’ 
JACK reimbursed ad. By this time, J was no longer roquirod to submit de- • f 
tailed, itemizod accounts of my ^expenditures incurred on their behalf, and , 
could just lump--a .number of items for which I would secure reimbursement at 
an early date. Although for approximately six months after GOLOS* deaths , f ! 
continued to follow his .practice of paying entertainment expenses out of, ay \ \ 

oim pocket,. I finally agreed .to-BILL'S suggestionthat I allow.him to rdpay j 
me, 77ith reference to the gifts which I havo mentioned-as having been pure,’ - . 

ased at Christmas inseveral successive years, it is my recollection thatV; 
.generally the value of the gift boro a direct relationship to the useful^ , .. .ik&c

"In the course of my association "with tho Russians,, commencing ’ 
at the time I met GOLOS and continuing to the present date/ I have*.been ' 4 

Instructed to be extremely cautious tb determine that I was -rtob 'boing 
followed, I recall'that some tiae in 1941, GOLOS informed ‘mo *'th£I, it wou Id 
bo advisable to make a tour of the city and-to ascertain several locations- 
where it would bo very easy to oludc a survoillanoo la tho evont that I 
determined I was..boing followed. , Kc. informed mo. that 1 s,h<xild attempt to , 

.locate drug storos-with two exits, if possiblo ,a ladies' restroom with 
more than one exit, and yiovic theatres and other places that would be 
suitable for dodging in, and out rathor quickly, and thereby eluding any 
surveillance that I > night bo aware ot f 
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M I followed G0L0S* instructions in this regard, and was also 
instructed by G0L0S in another technique ;to determine whether or not either 
ho or myself vras being followed. In the event that GOLOS was going to meet 
someone, or if I were going to meet someone, <fO|X>S or oysolf would loavo the 
office first, and thon the othor party would remain in the office for a 
short tino to see if ono of the parties was being followed. Subsequently, 
tho party remaining in the office would go'to the streot and continue a 
reasonable distance behind the othor, and continue to walk until,such time 
as it was doterminod that neither person was .feeing followed. At tho time 
this was determined,. tho two people would got together and cxchango an 
appropriate sign, indicating that .the * coast was clear<♦ 

“Another technique was, if,you were suspicious that you were 
being followed, to note-the number of any ,suspicious looking automobile-that 
was outside of tho building,you happened, to bo .in, memorize the last two 
numbers of the license plate, and then attempt to determine if tfy}$ 
particular car was following you* A good'.way to JLose this so-callod 
a utomobile survcillanco to take a subway,, or* to go donm oho or several 
one-way stroots, in the opposite direction to tho regular vehicle traffic',

“Aftothor technique vras'that in. tho event -it was>a <foot f 
.surveillance, you would cross and rccross the street at -frequent 
■intervals/ 1 and* in ,that way bo able to determine if tho person you aus- j 

-pcotpd was ’crossing and .recrossing tho streot with you, and thcroby dctcrninfl 
if you veto %eiri£ ' JJ •wds“'d!policy, not bo indicate that you \ 

were aware of the. surveillance^ that is ‘by directly looking, ar.ound,. but 
always to travel in such, a-way that-you - could sop ^bebimd’you without arousing 
tho suspicion of tho person who was 'following,’you,” ^

■ "In tho event that it vras impossible to lose the surveillance 
by tho above mentioned methods, the last resort was to turn 
around and start foilwing the per son, who was following you* Incidentally. , 
JACK, ono of my Russian contacts, informed mo that ho-found this to bo , 
probably tho best method for shaking .off a surveillance,. 

, "In connection with fc/ meetings with my present contact, AL,. 
wo have a pro-arranged, plan thus in the event I an stan.iung at a 
designated mooting place, and am suspicioUs that I 1 v.-t,\ng watched or 
followed, when 1 see him approaching I light a cigarvtti, which is an 
indication to him that I am being either watched or fallowed, and 
therefore he will'not- contact no at this particular p iuco, 1 
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"ToHfther, technique ‘that <J‘ know of that t*ie RussJfns uso in 
determining whether people ore being cither followed or watched -is that 
they will sot a definite date on which they arc toSmoet one of their 
individuals, and indicate that the meeting will take place at cither 
four, six or eight 'o’clock on that certain date/. On, the appointed day, 

^they will have somopno watch the person when they-arc to meet at, say, four 
o'clock, and will purposely not-r^ect then. 1 They will again watch 
the activities of this individual at six o’clock, and again nay purposely 
not'meet them. As a matter of fact, even-at’the eight o’clock mooting; -they'' 
aight decide not to actually meet tho person/ The purposo of this is, of 
course,, to determine whether tho individual they are to moot is'-undor 
surveillance. The Russians do net necessarily pick three meetings in ono 
day, but sometimes would arrange for throe meetings in cnc week/ and would 
watch those people as set^forth above* 


"In connection with ay association with GOLOS, ho instructed 
me to bo extremely cautious when I had any material in my residence, and 
suggested that in tho event I had such material and left ry apartment, I 
should place a book behind my front door, in such a’manner that when p rc- 
turned I could open tho door four or five inches and renovo the book. In 
tho event that anyone had entered ry apartment in..tho mcantimo, this book 
of course would not be in tho 'same placo I .left it, and would indicate .to 
me that some individual'had been in .my apartment r

"I also .recall ’that I‘ had a trunk in ry apartment during ry 
association with GOLOS, and’he instructed mo that in. the event I over placed 
any material or intelligence information' in zry trunk, that a thin black 
thread should bo placed ground tho lock of i -thc trunk, in such a^mannor that 
if it wore openod in 'sy absence, I would bo able to ‘toll this upon ry 
return. 


".another natter which all ofjy, .Russian contacts were extremely 
cautious about was the disposal o'f trash, I was" instructed that I was to 
either, burn or flush down tho toilet any material that contained any infor¬ 
mation that I gathered during my operations.- In-no instance was I to dispose 
of this ;trash by normal moans. ' , • 

"Another precaution that was taken ,ln connection with this work 
was that whenever I made a trip to Washington to obtain intelligence informa¬ 
tion from my various oontacts in that city,was- to remove all identification 
-oarks from my clothing, and was also instructed not- to'carry anything in-ry 
pockotbook that would .indicate to anyone my real identity or tho Identity of 
anyon® associated with mo. In connection with ry meetings'with the various 
individuals with whom I did business for‘my Russian contacts^ I was instructed

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*’to have these mootings in publio places if at all possible, and particularly 
to avoid hotels, private homos, railroad stations, and law-class baVsi 


"In connection with joy trips to Tfashington, I never carried any 
brief cases or suitcases, but would take with me a large pockc^book, in * 
which I could place the material I obtained* As the volume of matorial indroas 
cd, I purchased a knitting bag and took to knitting on the train, and would 
place the voluminous material* .in'the knitting bag* ■ llhon I was in Now York 
and obtained any material from my contacts, if this material were voluminous 
this material would bo placed in a shopping bag that had a department store 
name or other similar identification* 


1 "I xccall that when I was to return the enlarger that UJD77IG, 

ULIillN turned over to mo, 'JACK instruoto^ me not to hand this to him person¬ 
ally, but to take this to a locker in the Greyhound Bus terminal on 34th 
Street in Now York City, and that When I' subsequently saw hin.I xvas to turn ^ 
over to him the koy to $his looker,- and he would have someone pick this up;^ 

0n^other occasions, 1 utilized lockefs in the railroad terminals, and 1 knew 
this was a favorite device adopted whore some bulky object had to be * 
delivered .from one person to another* 

"During the course of my activities with all of ry Russian con¬ 
tacts, I wish to state that I never have been'trained in the use of 
any secret writings or reagents, that I have never boon supplied, with any qodos 
or ciphers that I was to-use, -and in fact I was informed by GOLOS that I . 

. should not concern nysolf with such matters. 


"Throughout my association with, GOLOS and the other Russians 
doscribod heroin, I - was always cautioned not to say-anything important 
over tho telephone, but rather to converse in such a manner as to load anyone 
listening to believe that the call was purely social. Further, I was told 
to bo alert for any unusual buzzing or clicks when I was talking on tho 
phone. Along this line, I .remember that Jack on one occasion told mo ho had 
done almost nothing for two yca^s or so except to tap telephones, and one time, 
while I was living at 68 Barrow Street, he mentioned that ho would come over 
,and with some equipment ho had would check’my telephone to see if therc-was 
a tap on,it* I.rcmovc^ from.58 Barrow Street shortly thereafter, however, 
and he never made this chock, .1 recall also that JACK mentioned to me 
that it was no. longer necessary’ to have a microphone in a room in order to 
hear conversations therein, but that some device had been developed which 
could bo located* several rooms av/ay and bring in a conversation as though there 
were a.microphone-right in tho room, ‘ , ° 


"Outside telephones were to be utilizod when; a person was 
making a call he did not vrant overboard, and instructions wore that tho

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"person should either use a phono bootft Ip betvreo^ two booths already 
occupied or else should select a booth which would allow observation of 
,persohs going 'in to occupy adjacent booths* 

"In addition to jack's, statement one tine that he had spent a 
couple of years tapping telephones, he told me he-was proficient in 
photography, opening letters, and gaining access to buildings and offices, 
and when I told’rhim G0L0S had never instructed no along these linos, ho 
renarked that G0L0S had always treated no as a lady, -and that I was in 
fact a novice. Ho even .mentioned that GOLOS'had engaged in some of theso 
practices himself, bocauso I renen.ber JACK mentioned one time that G0L0S 
had mado unauthorized visits to the office of RICHARD 77ALDO in the 
McClure Syndicate, 

"Concerning the disposition made by G0L0S of material 
turned over to him by me,. I recall that imediatcly upon my return from 
■ Washington to Hot t York, I would in each instance immediately call him at his 
residence f as it was usually in "the ovoning 'hours, and he would arrange to 
meet me that same evening and take from, me vhat material was ready. Sometimes, 
of cours'c, I had.shorthand notes of information dictated'to me in TTashington 
and* I would transcribe-then'at my earliest opportunity, either at home or in 
the office, and give them to him. Ho never rbtainod this material in his 
various placos of residence, but rather kept it, apparently until ho could 
relay it on, in his safe at the office of TTorld Tourists, Ino, It is my impres¬ 
sion that ho was passing on such material to someone else in Hew York City, 
.and my belief in this regard is based partly on a statement subsequently made 
to mo by JACK, to the effect that during the timo I had been acting as a 
courier for GOLOS/the material I would .bring to New York would be taken 
right back to Washington^. and that this .system was -undesirable, because of 
the waste of tifao and the risk involved. In connection’with my belief that 
this material was "being turned over to ah individual in Now York, I'rocall 
that ono of .the individuals,who was a contact ofGObOS, to whoa he turned this 
information over, was one CHARLIE, whom I have described above as a dentist 
who was a, Idng 'time -.resident and'practitioncr .in Manhattan, 



•”I have no spocifio knowledge of the identities'of any persons 
to whom BILh or JACK vouid deliver such material,as I turned over to them, 1 
except 'I do recall that .1 occasionally met JACK at Columbus Circle, 'Hew York 
City,, and ho would say that ho. had to deliver the mat cr. i a I t o s .one’ onob 1 s o, 
and that ho would moot sxd again in fifteen'minutes or so, after which we would 
have dinner, In : all probability,, ho was mooting.-someone from the Russian' 
Consulate,., inasmuch as the Consulate is locatod on 'East 61st Street,, just off 
Fifth Avcnuo, which i;euld bo only ft few.blocks from the meeting place. It is 
my further belief that this material eventually found its way to tho Russia^ 
Embassy in ‘Jashington, as JACK "explained .to mo one time that somoone thefo

' . “Concerning the selection, of personnel to bo ..utilized by tho 

S intelligence work, it is my, recollection that shortly after 
I hot < GOLOS .in 1938* ho told mo that tho emphasis was-at'that time on »dc- 
ionising* their agents as much as possiblo, and dm .later years I observed 
that the Russians wont to great -lengths -in.their efforts to have their 
associates dress, and .act as -ouch iiko native l>om Aaoricans as possible. They

"T7ith reference to a physical description of BILL,

down on his forehead and he ‘continues to brush it back with his hand. 

He has brownish-black.eyes that appear sunken;, short, turned-up’nose; 
high cheek bones; oval face; Slavic type;.rather-large lips; somewhat 
purple-bluish in color; and small-teeth. He has either a missing 
tooth or a large space in the upper right side of his mouth. He is a 
meticulous dresser and wears young - business-men’s type clothes, xrears-a 
triangular shaped handkerchief in his jacket pocket, which usually matches 
his tie and sooks.

His .occupation as far as I con tell from his conversations is that of 
either a clothing salesman or someone in the olothing industry.

"In about September, 1944, at the time that BILL was 
contemplating moving to Baltimore or ‘Tashingtoa, he informed me that he 
was going to personally take care of the'SILVERMASTER group and that 
I would* not have any further connection with. them. He did indicate, 
however, -that two weeks from the date' that I last-saw him I was to go to a 
drug store .on Lexington Avenue, - somewhere ‘in the fifties, and would 
be met there by a person who would accost me, mak? a remark to the effect 
that he had seen -me before,, and :i was to agree and ask- if he were the 
person who-was s.o intoxicated at that party the other night or some 
conversation to that effect. 

"I have not seen BILL since that meeting and my only ^ 
further knowledge of him comes from questioning put to me by AL a

"In -vyr initial conversation xvith AL, I brought- up the matter, * 
of ay discussing any questions I had with JACK and he informed mo at that 
time that although he would probably see me from time to time, it was very 
difficult for him t,o -leave Washington and that it would be agreeable with', 
him if I took up any 'matters of policy or any other questions ! had di¬ 
rectly with JACK. It was very apparent, however,, from my conversation, 
with AL that he was in fact the i superior of JACK.

^PERLO group, had submitted tho requested data by the tine I ceased seeing them 
in .December, 1944. ’ 

"Referring again to JACK’S statement that it was their desire to 
split'up the larger groups, .1 recall'that I made some-mention that this was 
a typical OGFU arrangement. JACK appeared to bo very startled at this re¬ 
mark and attempted to. portray extreme ignorance of what I was talking about. 

I told him it was silly of him to attempt to deceive mo with rofcrcnco to 
his true connection and’that I didn’t like, his lying in that regard-and he 
told mo that though ho regretted it, lying at times was necessary, and rc-' 
narked that tho Russians did not -want thoir American contacts to knew with

As a result, one singlo individual, unknown to anyone else in pho 
group, would eventually come into possession of all of the information 
.obtained by the original six individuals* This individual would know all \ 
of the original obtainers of the, information, messengers, mail drops, and '

"At tho conclusion of this mooting AL showed mo tho Rod Star 
which had been awarded mo .and which ho indicated ho.would keep for mo. 

Ho exhibited this :to.mo and I-Wish to -stato that it resembled a photograph 
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"of a Red Star that I had previously seen* Ho also showed no a snail book 
that was about lf M X 2f n end on tho insido pago of this book oy nano apy 
.poarod, handwritten - in tho Russian language, together with the da to-that 
the Order of tho Rod star had boon awarded-ae. This book, liko tho Red 
Star, was retained by AL. It was - on this occasion tha“t, I’bccane'thorough¬ 
ly disgusted With AL because of his obnoxious behavior'.

was not interested in such a proposals ,Hc then asked if 2 would like to 

teach in the Russian school in Washington, which proposal 2 also rejected. 

2 rec3ll .that‘ Colonel REYNOLDS was. desirous of conferring with IX and 
that 2 asked AL if he would see.Colonel REYNOLDS, Upon his refusal to 
do so, which irritated me .considerably, 2 telephoned the Colonel and 
told hin IX would bo unablo to sco hin, This incident angered no and. 
after soveral proposals as to ny-future had .icon advanced by AL, 2 became 
so angered^with hin that X* told hirr in* plain vrords v/hat I thought of hin 
and the rest of tho Russians and, further, told him-'that 2 ms an American 
and oould not bo kicked around. After this outburst on ny part IX told 
no 2.should not talk liko that, that ! was intoxicated, and that he would 
see me sometime in‘the future, about a month or so later as 2 recall, 
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"My rtext meeting with AL took place on October 17, 1945 at 6:00 
P.M., at Bickford's Restaurant on 23rd Street and Eighth Avenue, New York 
City. As mentioned before, I was notified of this date and place,by RAY 
ELSON. On the occasion of this, meeting AL appeared very pleasant and sym¬ 
pathetic, and indicated that,, although I had insulted the Russians on ay 
previous meeting with him, he did not think 1 was responsible for what 
I said at the time I made these accusatibps* He discussed *at some length 
how intelligence work gets into one's blood and'if one divorces himself 
from such, activities after having been engaged therein for sometime, life 
becomes • very dull and uninteresting. He inquired'as’to whether I had ^ 
.seen BILL recently and also suggested 1 also attempt -to determine the 
present whereabouts of PETER RHODES through Mrs* RHODES and to,make<a 
definite date for a contact which AL would arrange.- Ho acquiesced in 
lay desire to return’to the S. Service and Shipping Corporation, but 
stated that it was only, because I wanted to go into this business* He 
indicated that since it was my desire to go back in the business, he 
would, because of my past activities, arrange to havd important conces¬ 
sions allocated to my firm. At the conclusion of this creating he gave 
me an envelope in which ho gave mo two thousand dollars-which was all in 
bills of twenty dollar denominations'and stated this was 'without any 
strings attached,'. He, also stated that this money would = serve me in 
good stead -in the event,anything happened to the business or that X be¬ 
came involved In financial difficulties. , I recall that? ho requested mo 
to execute a receipt. The two thousand dollars was contained in-a .plain 
white envelope, and 2 recall that 1 tore off a pioco of ‘.this envelope and 
wrote* thereon the date,'‘and the notation that I had received two thousand 
! dollars, and signed it MARY*

"On the-occasion of this meeting ho stated that ho would see mo 
at 4:00.2Mb> November 21, 1945 at Bickford's;Rostaurant, 23rd Street and 
Eighth Avenue. Ho also told me that in tho event that ho wished to get 
in touch with mo before this .time or wanted' to reach mo in an emergency, 
ho would telephone the office of tho U* S. Sorvico and Shipping Corpora¬ 
tion, as!? for mo, and §ay that,it was,Mr. ALLENBURG calling, and that ho 
wanted to send a package to.Sweden, Xwas bo inform him that wo did not 
send packages to Sweden, which ‘was to indicate to.mo that I was to meet 
him at Bickford's, 23rd Street and Eighth Avohuo, two hours subsoquont 
to the'time ho mado this phono call. 1 

"Approximately one week after tho October 17th meeting with AL, 
I:had a visit from LEM HARRIS,, .prominent New York Communist Party function 
ary, with reference* to a financial matter,, the details of which will be 
elaborated upon.hereinafter*' As,a result of this visit, I deemed it im¬ 
perative to*,get in touch with AL and, accordingly, some few days later, 
'told'RAY ELSON that • I was vory desirous of seeing AL at' tho earliest op¬ 
portunity, and: asked, her to do what she could* On Novombor 5, 1945 RAY ^ 
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^told 1 me that arrangements had been made for ’mo to meet AL tho 'following 
Friday, which would bo November 9, 1945; and that I wasto sod him at 1 
7:00 PiH*.at GUFFANTI^ Rostaux&nt; 26th Street and .Soventh Avenue,-^Now 
York City. R/Y'said sho had boon in touch with hOr contact and X 'believe 
that hor meeting withhim must have boon on tho previous Sunday* 1.ap¬ 
peared at GUFFANTIis Restaurant at tho appointed 1 hour and dato, but aL 
did not moot no'.- 


M As .taontionod above, I had an appointacht tonoothim on.Novem¬ 
ber 21, 1945 at Bickford^s Rostaurant on. Eighth Avenue and'.23rd Street, 
at 4:00 P.M., and went there at .that time* At 4*20 P*>I* AL not no in 
front of Bickfordts and apologized for being lato, said.ho had boon un¬ 
avoidably detained; and also apologized-profusely for tho fact that he 
had been unablo to koop the appointment at GUFFANTI* s > stating that ho 
had boon' on .tho West Coast and it was impossible for anyone, to contact 
hin and that oven had - they boon ablo to contact hin, ho would have boon 
unablo to return in tino. Then wo adjourned to 'CAVANAGH^s Restaurant 'on. , 
23rd Street between*Seventh and Eighth Avenues, wherowo had some rofresh- 
nents, for approximately one hour and fifteen minutes* AX was vbry polite 
to ao throughout this mooting* Ho sopmcd'to havo no reason ; for seeing no, 
and talked about a variety of topics,'including ay future and'tho problems 
still to bo solvod vrith reference to tho’affairs. bf U* S. Service and Ship- 1 - 
ping Corporation* X indicated to AX that I was somewhat bored with the 
routino nature of tho work I was perforaing at tho company and his roJoin¬ 
der was that that* Apparently was what I wanted to do, at least-I had said 
so, and that X; had no oho- to blamo for xay borodoa but nysolf i - X attempted 
to elicit from him what, if .anything,, he or .his associatos f h4d In mind for 
ao, but ho-parried all ay attompts and-was cost noncommittal*, (Wo- had some 
discussion about -tho porioUsnoss of the' international.'situation and it is 
my recollection that AX remarkdd thoro 'might -bo a war. X asked'Kin with 
whoa, and’,ho said with -tho '*d&an.Russians**' In.a' further attempt to draw 
from him some idea of what‘‘ho planned for mo, I-told him I'felt very.use^* 
less -at this time and asked if he did not'- agroo that JLt aight bo . wise for 
mo to-.roJoin tho CoctaUnist ,'Party* He told mo definitely not to consider 
such a stop and that xay .present situation was only temporary. I' asked him 
why ho continued to-soo' mo and, ho answered that his visits were purely 
social. Ono item of possible significance which I noted during' this'moot¬ 
ing concerned his addressing mo as ‘BETTY*, it being noted that in all 
previous meetings with hin bo .had addressed-no as M4RY; I ari .unablo to 
decide why ho selcctod tho name BETTY though some of'my friends, including 
HAY ELSON # address no by that nano* AX arranged to, meet no again on January 
21, 1946 at 4:00 P»M* at Bickford's Restaurant,. .Eighth- Avenue and 23rd 
Streot and partially oxplaincd the'delay by saying that ho'had to go to 
tho West Coast and could not possibly bo in New York before that dato*

respect to tho November 21st booting., I'did ask ALhovr Ijoould eomunicate 
with him in the ovont it became necessary and ho told mo that R/.X.ELS0N had 
a contact whoa she saw at fairly regular intervals, and- that tay request for" j 
a nooting could-bohandlod through R/.X^—

“With rospoct 'to .my knowledge of and , acquaintanceship with EARL 
BR07HDER, it cane to nyknowlodgo :probablyin October, 1940 that’-BROADER 
was participating rdiroctly with .GOLDS in the negotiations leading to tho 
formation ofthoU^S. .SERVICE & SHIPPING• CORPORATION. It will bo recalled 
that I havo indicated previously in this statement that GOLDS info mod mo 
sonatina in 1940 that ho was desirous of forming a new company "which would 
handletbusiness relating to tourist travel between thoU.S. and tho'USSR, 
as well as shipping between "the, two countries. I learned that* BRGTOER was- 
tomak'e available sono person : who would bo elected president of the cor^ 
poration to bo formed and that in fact this individual selected by BROWDER 
would bq gj-* front 6 for him. Those negotiations botwocn GOLDS '-and :BR0vTOER 
resulted in the latter*s bringing Cblonol JOHN HAZARD-REYKOil© into .tKo 
^picture as tho individual who would bo his representative. With rospocf 
to the friendship ekisting botwocn GOLOS and BROWDER, tho latter laontionod 1 
to mo sometime after GOLOS 1 death that ho had known GOLDS for twenty-fiver

”It was not-until the late sumcr or early fall-of 1941 that I 
began to realise that GOLOS was raking available - to JBROY©ER-sotoo of the 
infornation which I was collecting and relaying to fGOLOS. I; re call that 
as a result-of the investigation by the S'. Government into the affairs 
of WORLD .TOURISTS, INC.-BROWDER had boon, convicted.of passport fraud and 
it is my recollection that ho surrendered himself to. tho -federal authori- r 
ties to'begin his . jail sentonco around April of 1941. It is by further | 
recollection that during tho -period of BROWDER* s incarceration I used tq t 
mako carbon copios of some of the material*which X was preparing for GOLDS : i 
and that such copies'; -according to GOLOS, wore being retained by him so 
that BROWDER night sco .thera'aftor his roloase from .prison. It was- ay in- - 
pression that.BROWDER was-not, interested in all of the intelligence handled 
by nysolf and GOLOS but rather that GOLDS would select various types of - 
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“material which he Relieved would interest BROWDER. It is my recollection 
that for the most part BROWDER was interested in what.I night describe as 
f an ^ social intelligenc e.^r eferring not only to domestic 
Betters but foreign “as 'well-, -and' this impression, is borne out by toy later 
associations with BROfSDER, when X noted f that his interests appeared to be 
almost wholly within those three fields and did pot .embrace technical pro— 
duction data or .information of a military nature.

K H7 first meeting with EARL-BRO’fDER occurred probably in August 
of 1942, and came about when GOIOS told me one day he was driving up to 
BROWDER»s summer home near Monroe, Wow York to visit BROWDER. -At this time 
BROWDER had probably been out of prison two or three months and GOLOS had 
visited him on at least two occasions prior to that day* I remarked' to 
GOLOS, when he mentioned that ho was going up to Monroe, that I would like 
to meet BROWDER and he agreed to take me along, although he indicated to me 
that I was to more or less go along for the ride and not to got involved in 
any discussions with-BROWDER. Accordingly.. GOIOS and I went up-to Monroe 
and .1 met BROWDER and his family at their homo. I conversed .with BROWDER 
probably not more than five minutes on this occasion and our conversation 
was wholly along social lines.. -X was introduced to him 1 by GOLOS as ‘Comrade 
BENTLEY* and I do not. believe at this time that he know anything about me 
other than the fact that I was working with the U. S. SERVICE'& SHIPPING 
CORPORATION. On the occasion of this visit GOLOS 'and BROWDER spent some 
time alone and it is my'distinct,recollection that GOLOS carried with him 
from Ngw Yqrk a rather bulky envelope, which ho had -in his possession when 
we -returned to 'Now York City* 

‘‘The next time I saw BROWDER was sometime in the late spring of- 
1943, on-the occasion of a wedding anniversary party being given for him. 
and his wife in a .restaurant on West 43rd Street, off Times Square. I. 
recall that this was on a Saturday and that during the morning a showing 
was arranged by GOIOS and'Mr.. NAPOLI,. of -ARTKINO PICTURES, of three Russian 
films. I was not .invited to this party nor to the showing,, but when a tele¬ 
phone call was roccivod at WORLD TOURISTS,;INC. from some oraployoo of the 
SOVIET PURCHASING COMMISSION, and I was notified by some girl at WORLD 
TOURISTS,. INC.) I proceeded to the ARTKINO PICTURES studio in. order to in¬ 
form GOIOS of tho telephone call, inasmuch as he. had previously told mo he 
was most interested in knowing if the particular,person telephoned.him, I 
located GOIOS thorc, gavo him the.message that this-person had telephoned, - ' 
and saw EARL BROWDER who told mo that I might as well stay for tho showing, 
which I did. ' * 

> “I did not see EARL BR0V7DER again-until tho Friday'following tho 
death of GOIOS on Thanksgiving Day, 1943 ♦ I knew, however, from convorsa— , 
tions with GOIOS, that the lattor was visiting -BROWDER-at his' office at 
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”50 East 12th Street, on an average of probably.onco each weok, that ho was 
making available to BROWDER certain intelligence material,/and that ho on 
rather raro occasions WisitodBROT/P^^ *hp latter's simmer hone in Jfonroe 
and at‘his 'Yonkers^apartment. 

"On the occasion of one o£ GOLOS' visits to BROWDER in Yonkers, 
MARY 1 PRICE and I accompanied him in car nnd I .recall ho loft us in the 
car & couplo of blocks or so from the apartment houso whore BROWDER -resided.

"GOLOStold mo sonotino citing this period, that the . pressure was' 
becoming increasingly heavy for ,hira to turn oyer'.certain of his American 
contacts to othor Russians. Ho stated particularly, six months before, his 
death that ho had boon requested %0 turn over 'MuRY . PRICE, ,tho SlLV£RMA£>?ER. 
group and mysolf. Ho,, of course, focused to do this and I know that at tho 
time of his death ho had not .turned over any of his contacts to any other 
persons; the only concession’ho'had xaado-in this regard'was that‘the mater¬ 
ial I was picking up .from tho SILV^^^SR..group in Washington, was to- be 
given by mo directly to CATHERINE, tho wifo of RILL, -thereby theoretically -« 
circuravonting GOLDS. • in fact,. hmo vor t 1 rW as- surreptitiously making 1 this 
material available for GOLDS' inspection prior to passing it-to CATHERINE; 

"As I have * previously stated, in tho recruitment of American in¬ 
dividuals to work for tho Russians, it was, necessary for anyone who parti¬ 
cipated in intelligence work .to imcdiately. divorcji_th£O solvos«from apy * 
Communist Party momborship-or-membership with any fringe groupT~TjOLOS,’ »■ 
of course, "was aware of this v 'but'as '^tter _ o'^f^fS.‘ct'"did-riot*adhero-'strict- 
ly to -this principle. I know freo tsf conversations with him -that ho had 
made some sort of an arrangement with ^BROWDER-that in 'tho event any Indi¬ 
viduals associated with the Communist Party movement'in tho Chi ted States 
were 'tutned over to him, thoso people would net definitely lose thoir Com¬ 
munist’Party affiliation. QDLOS-would continue to •'collect'dues from thoso 
individuals and 1 also furnish them with whatever literature-ho'thought neces¬ 
sary to prompto tho cause.

' "As' a part of “this arrangcncnt . GOlDS had with BROWDER, GOLDS 
would mako available to BROITDER any 1 information that ho thought BROADER 
might bo interested in,-which had i b'O an collected' from,his various sources* 
BRDDDER at no time was allowed to -kc e P this material unless it'was ox— 
trbmoiy bulky and then OOLOS would ;h*’ ran £ 0 - topick it up the next day? 
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**It is ay improsslon that through those Means BROVilDER was able tb-koop 
very well informed in 'the fiolds of social, economic and political- intolli - 
genco. I also -know that the Russians wore not supposed to knew that GOI0S 
was supplying BR017DER with this typo of information; further, that GOLDS 
impressed upon BROTHER tho necessity for boing very circumspect ; in the ; 

event ho used any of the material ho gave him in any speeches or any articles j. 
that were written cifhor by .himself or other individuals to whom ho passed

•«I recall definitely "that a great deal of' trouble ensued from an . 
article published in the ‘Protestant* sometime in the fall of 1943. The 
subjoct matter of this article originated with CEDRIC BELFRAGB, who had 
furnishod GOLOS with some confidential information of some kind, tho exact 
nature of which I do not recall’. BELFRAGE, who at that tine was associated 
with British Intelligence in New York, happenod to read tho article and 
reprimanded GOLOS so^eroly after tho articlo appeared. GOLOS of course 
realized that ,tho leak was through JROWDER bub felt that ho could not condemn 
BROTHER %oo much bocauso it would not have been strategic. 

■ : "On tho ovoning o'f GOLOS* death I -tolcph'onically communicated 

with 'LEM HARRIS, in order to-securo tho residence tolophono number of 
EARL 'BROTHER. HARRIS furnishod tho number' to me and tho following morning 
X telephoned BROWDER and ho agroed to see mo that morning in his office. 

Hy main purpose in conferring with BRGfi/DER was to-ascertain what course I 
should follow, that-is, if I should turn, over GOLOS* contacts‘to somoono 
else or attempt to carry on in tho manner-ho - had. X'of>cours© pointed out 
to BROWDER that GOLOS had'Informed, me immediately previous to his death 
that tho-pressure was very heavy for-him to turn over his contacts-to some 
other Russians. BROKER expressed‘himself as being against-this procedure 
and I told him that -it would probably moan a fight and ask6d him'if ho were 
willing to' battle-it out. Ho toldmo:that ho was willing to fight about it 
and told me not to dispose of my contacts* The .remainder of tho'conforondo, 1 
as far as I recall, concerned arrangements which-had to bo,.made for tho t 
funeral apd burial of GOLDS. BROTHDER presumably made most of these arrange¬ 
ments, although ho did nit attend tho funeral which was hold 'the following 
Sunday afternoon. * * ’ ' ' j '* t ’ ■ 

n lt was also on this occasion, as I recall,, that BROUDER told -mu 
I could reach him if the matter were of sufficient importance, by telephon¬ 
ing him at his office and identifying myself as 'NANCY*. 


PFrom tho time of‘this last mentioned conference-with 'BROWDER !• 
continued to seo him at his-office at Intervals of ’probably two weeks’. tfhon 
I,had material X thought wpuld bo of interest to him I would -take it along 
on my visits to him and allow him tp look it over# although ho never rotainod} 
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o.any in his possession. Ho indicated to cuj that ho was desirous of looking 
at tho information I was collecting but ‘that, ho-definitely- did not want any 
of it in his own possession*. . After I began to, know him bettor ho would' oc¬ 
casionally furnish no-with 'bits of miscellaneous intelligence;' for instance, 
ho oho tino gave no sone sort of nows about General CHARLES DE GAULLE. Oh 
another occasiori he mentionod that ho had, learned that there was■a Trotskyite 
library in Chicago, that ho had access to it and wondered if my principals 
night bo interested in having soneono photograph some of tho natorial in¬ 
cluded in that-library.' I followed GOLOS’ practice of not 'shoring-every¬ 
thing to .BROWDER but rather'allowed hin to see only what economic, social 
and political data 1 thought would interest hin* Ho told’no ho^was not 
interested in technical .production; data, nor .military information as such , 
and during ny association with hin ho manifested a real fear that ho night 
be cone incriminated'.in espionago l if ho wore - to start handling infonaation 
of a military nature. 1 

nj recall that previous to GOLDS 1 death he informed no that in 
tho event anything happened to him and I found any money among his posses¬ 
sions,, that this noney should be turned over to EARL BROWDER. •' 1 recall 
that right after his death, while looking through -somo of his papers which 
. rrero maintained in his safe at TiTORLD TOURISTS, INC.,, I located:between eleven 
and twelve thousand dollars, I turned this xaoney over to EARL BROWDER-at< 
about this ■ tino and told hin where I had located it and what GOI/B had told 
no before ho diod r BROWDER was rion-comittal when I gave hin this money but 
did accept it. ‘

• “During tho months that followed GOLDS’ death BROWDER was engaged 
in writing books, 1 sono of which I read and'it was vory apparent to no that 
ho was incorporating in tho^o books sone of tho information I was making ■ _ 
available ! to him. 1 recall ono tine, probably in. the Spring of 1944, after 
an exposo of sene kind relative to conditions in China had appeared in tho 
’Daily Worker* or possibly sono other Communist publication, BROWDER was 
invited to Washington' by SUITER TJELLES, former under-secrotary of state, 
to confer with hin on the matter. 

’ “Sometime in the spring of 1^44 I turned over to BROWDER the sijm 
of three thousand dollars in twenty dollar bills. This money had'been given 
to me sonotimo In 1942, as I recall, .by GOLOS, to-keep -for him and T had 
maintained it all ‘.that time' in the -safo ,in my office. Shortly after GOLOS’ 
death I asked my Russian contact,.BILL, if the money belonged to him or his 
people and. ho said that It-did-noi, but .that 1 should rotain.lt until ho 
ascertained-if GOLOS’ son. 1 Lin Ru ssia, needed tho money. A couple of” 

months or so later, MtL told’ no l ~L had no noed for tho money and that 
I might as well turn it over to BROKER, who aepoptod it as he.had tho‘pre¬ 
vious sum.' 
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"On the occasion of a nesting with‘-BROWDER, probably in 3j3t6, April 
or Hay, 1944, I told him that BILL was becoming -increasingly insistent that 
my contacts be turned over to him or some other Russian and,, further,,,that 
HILL obviously was not satisfied with-the slow .progress being made along the 
lines of their desire to operate with these American contacts-directly* 

BROWDER told me that ,«they* knew how to reach him and, if they were unable 
to do so, a meeting between himself and one of the Russians should be ar¬ 
ranged through me*. Such a meeting was never arranged by me,, but 1 later 
learned that a meeting was in fact held although I was not present* 

“In Juno, 1944, I met BROWDER and on this occasion he-told me it 
would .be agreeable if BILL, my-contact at that time, met with GREGORY SILVER- 
MASTER not oftener than once a month and that such meetings must be held in 
New York City and not in Washington* At a later meeting in June he agreed 
that the .entire SILVER3&STSR group should be turned over-to the Russians 
without -restrictions of any kind. It was shortly after this last described • 
meeting that BROWDER informed me he 'wanted to meet some of the people whom 
I was contacting and, shortly thereafter, he did in fact moot MARY PRICE and 
•JOSEPH GREGG at the former«s apartment in New York-City. This, to my knowl¬ 
edge, was the first time MARY PRICE had ever met BROWDER. 'I loft MART'S 
apartment shortly aftqr 1 brought BROWDER there and made the introduction 
between her and BROWDER, and returned an hour or so later, bringing GREGG 
vdth mo# MARY and I went into her -bedroom and she told me that she had in¬ 
formed BROWDER .that she, wanted to-got* out of the whole business and that ho 
had said‘he would think it over and let her know# A few days later BROWDER., 
told me that ho had decided to let MARY PRICE got out of the business and 
I was to inform her accordingly. I was present during the time BROWDER, con¬ 
ferred with JOSEPH GREGG and I recall that the conversation was devoted on- , 
tircly to a discussion by both men of Latin America, with one telling the 
other what ho know about politics and events generally in various' Latin 
American countries# ' • '

“At a mooting I had with. BROWDER In July‘1944 in Now York City ho ’ 
broached the matter of my taking over and operating WORLD TOURISTS, INC# 
for him arjl the Communist Party, the details of this conversation arid sub¬ 
sequent'negotiations-being, sot-out hereinbefore^ I saw him at his summor 
home again sometime-in August 1944 and I recall that on this occasion Colonel 
REYNOLDS accompaniod mo. It is my recollection that 1 took-along two or three 
bottles of scotch whiskoy for EARL BROWDER, some Canadian Club whiskey for 
WILLIAM BROWDER, and some .brandy £or IRENE BROWDER. This liquor was a gift 
from tho Russians and it will bo recalled'that they had on frequent-Instances 
in tho past given BROWDER and his wife gifts of liquor and caviar* As I re¬

MARX PRICE had by this tine been' ’turned loose’ by BROWDER,, and 1 told JACK 
that she Was ■ highly nervous, nqurotic and somewhat unstable emotionally, and 
that she 'was in no condition’whatsoever to bo turned over to him or. any 
other Russian to engage in further,.intelligence activities* I,indicated to 
BROWDER the desire of JACK -• thaVBSLFRAGE be turned ovor and.

break away from all ny contacts*-immediately, would, have-to terminate ay

toll him of their decision. I also was instructed to inform him that his 
money would bo forthcoming at an early .date,' it being remembered that , at 
the timo of the formation of the corporation BRONDER supplied fiftcon 
thousand dollars which 'was actually handled by Cbloncr REYNOLDS in whoso

"As 1 havo previously .related, I havo-been in rather close 
association with. .Colonel - JOHN '-HAZARD REYNOLDS through his connection 
with the U. S. SERVICE AND SHIPPING OCftPORATION. As a result of numer¬ 
ous conversations I had with him, I was dble tojdbtcrmino some informs-' 
tion concerning his'background# , 

_ "He was born in Albany, New .York and’is the son of an old 
family that originally settled in Long Island. Colonel REYNOLDS' father 
was a,Now York Stato. Supreme Court judge,*and although there was consibrablo 
monoy in the-family, REYNOLDS himself did not 90 ms into any substantial in¬ 
heritance until the death of his grandmother socao time in the early * 30 s. 
REYNOIDS did not complete collcgo but as .a young boy ontorod, TiTall Street 
and,had numerous ^o'bs as a runner* board marker, and othor miscellaneous 
positions with various, firms in tho financial district of New York. At 
some later date ho was taken-Into partnership with a mombor of tho Now York 
Stock Exchange -and remained in that business until the . beginning of World 
Tfer I. He entered tho armed services as a privato and duo to his financial 
background was stationed.in Washington, D. C, and at the termination of tho 
war hold, the rank-of major. It was ^ust subsequent to World 18ar I that he 
narried -GRACE- ELEXSCHMAW, who is ono of tho members of the prominent FLEISCH- 
MAN YEAST COMPANY family.

"JHo subsequently went back to Wall Stroot and was in partnership 
in tho financial district with .sovcral. firms until- some timo in early 1929 
when he withdrew from -this .business. Some tino in tho early ' 30 s ho came 
into a fairly substantial ihheritanco through his grandmother -and commenced 
to travolandhad.no employment until-some tine,in 1934.- It appears that 
his family was in sono way connected with a banking institution that was 
taken over by tho Chase National-Bunk and in 1934 tho Chaso National Bank, h 
through this connection* sent him to Russia to make a report on financial Is

“REYNOLDS also indicated‘an .acquaintanceship with CORLISS LAMONT,- 
who is tho son, of THOHASLAMONT,. well known New York financier. 

”1 know that REYNOLDS is not a duos-paying Comunist Party mem¬ 
ber.. However, ho openly admitted that ho is a ’Marxistf and a Communist 
and further indicated that<bcforo‘hisassociation with tho U. S. SERVICE 
AND SHIPPING CORPORATION gavo substantial sums of money to various Commu¬ 
nist Party enterprises.

“As I have . previously stated .fin iato 194O .GOL0S was desirous 
qf forming tho U. S.- SERVICE AND Si IPPING CORPORATION and went to EARL. 
BROWDER in an effort? to find a suitable individual to act as a front for 
this corporation.. It was through BROWDER or ono of BROWDER’S functionaries 
that JOHN REYNOLDS was nominated for thi^,position. - ‘ ■

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»ll first met REYNOLDS in GOLDS' office some tin© in the latter 
part, of 1940 at-a tiae when the negotiation for the formation of this 
company was going on* Soms tiae after this meeting I was informed that 
•REYNOLDS was to be the president of this new corporation. On GOLOS' instruc¬ 
tions, I believe in the early part of January, 1941, I started to see 
REYNOLDS in his home on fairly frequent occasions.- The reason for-this 
was to arrange for the-forming of this company, sending cablegrams to In¬ 
tourist, and other matters that were incident to the actual, commencement 
of the activities of this corporation. ' 

•’The company actually started to do business at 212 Fifth Avenue 
sometime in the-early part 'of April, 1941 and at which time REYNOLDS took 
a fairly active interest in the affairs of the corporation. However, as 
I have previously stated, the money that represented the capital in this 
corporation.was^obtained both.from-EARL BR0VJD2R and JOHN REYNOLDS; REYNOLDS 
putting up $5,000 and EARL BROKER, as I later learned, on behalf of the 
Communist Party, putting up $15,000. The #15,000 I know was given to 
REYNOLDS by BROWDER or -LEW HARRIS. 

"At the time the corporate papers for this organization were 
•dram up by Jlr.-CHARLES BANNER IAN of Clark, Carr, 4: EUis, 120 Broadway 
New fork City, REYNOLDS was indicated as the sole owner of this corpora¬ 
tion* As .a matter of fact, -all of the ntock certificates .that were 
issued were in the name of JOHN HAZARD REYNOLDS. 

"In connection with the drawing up of the corporate papers-for 
this organization, I am positive that REYNOLDS did not indicate to Hr. 
BANNERHAN’or. JOSEPH’ MANN who also participated-in the legal work concern¬ 
ing the formation of the’company, that the capital investment was put up 
by anyone except himself. It is-my recollection-that the'law firm of 
Clark, Carr & Ellis is/a very reputable .and well known legal firm and I 
am sure that if they had any suspicion that any of the capital' was 
being .put-up by the Comunist Party or EARL'EROTJDER that t,hey would 
have refused to be a party to any-negotiations in regard to this corpora- , * 
tion. * 

Wjhen the. U. S,., SERVICE -AND SHIPPING CORPORATION first started 
business, REYNOLDS topk a somewhat active part in the affairs of the,corpora¬ 
tion for a short, period of timo. However, a short -time after the corporation 
started business,- REYNOLDSj-spent less and los3 tine actively participating 
in the affairs of the-.corporation and the actual running of the corporation 
was l*ft more or less to ny’ own. judgment. I wish to state, -however, that 
REYNOLDS was cognizant of all of the activities of the firm and sat in on 
directors' mootings and although ho did not do much actual work, kept -in 
pretty close touch with the activities of .the firm,. 
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"At tho tine of the entrance of the United States into 7a.rld. 
7ar IX, REYNOLDS spent considerably less tine than, ho had previously been 
spending relative to tho affairs of the corporation, and ho inforaod.no, 
that ho had been naking an attempt to join tho,armed .services* 1 At first 
he ’was unsuccessful as ho was over ago. However, t do recall that in 
about September of 1942, ho received a communication frOa the Far, Dcpert- 
aent indicating that if ho so desired, they could probably uso-hia in 
some branch of the servico. After the receipt of this lot tor, REYNOLDS 
spent a considerable amount of his time at Govornors Island and in "Fash¬ 
ing ton in an effort to get hinsolf located in some branch of tho servico* 



"In Docember.of 1942 ho was given,a commission as a major in 
the Finance Department of tho United Statos Amy and vras sent to an offi¬ 
cers* training school “for finance personnel that vras located, as I recall 
somewhere in North Carolina. Ho spent threomonths in this training and 
was subsequently assigned to the finance o-ffieo in Hoboken, New, Jcrsoy.- 
Ho was in Hoboken for sono months. However, tho entire office was,moved 
from Hoboken to Two_ Lafayette Strcot in Now fork City and ho was subse¬ 
quently assigned to'New York. 

"Ho remained in New York for sovoral months and was then assigned 
to Washington,.D. C. on some special mission, tho specific nature of which 
I do not know except that it rolatcd in son? way to foroign funds. He re¬ 
mained in Washington for a period of approximately six months end was .there¬ 
after reassigned to his former position at Two Lafayotto Street, New York. 

In September, 1945 ho was elovated to tho rank of lieutenant colonel, which 
rank he still holds.at tho‘present timo. At tho present timo REYNOLDS is

I do not believe that REYNOLDS knows tho identity-pf -Mu 'excopt that dwing 
somo of odr conversations after his mooting with AL, REYNOLDS indicated 
that ho felt AL was a Soviet agent.

TION and was also desirous of having REYNOLDS cease his 4 cti iti “ 

corporation, 1 told REYNOLDS. that I had boon nixed tip wi.tlx GOLC^ in some 
undercover work. I explained, however,, that at the time f io J 

November, l?4?,.Xhad ceased all of these activities and told him nothing 
of my continued operations along intelligence linos. I also at this time 
infomod REYNOLDS that if the Russians were interested *amintainingtho 
U. S. SERVICE ,j JJD SNIPPING CORPORATION, they were ooing it for a purpose and 
that ho would probably bocoao involvod* It was at that tine ho indicated 
to mo that ho probably know that ,AL was in fact a Soviet agent. Re also 
stated that ho felt that being an American and this being an American cor¬ 
poration, he would bo able to . prevent the corporation being used for any 
Russian activities and . gave mo tho improssion ho thought hinsolf capable 
of handling any exigency which might arise. 


«Xt was also during this period I mentioned to REYNOLDS-AL*s ^ 
proposal to mo that I go -to Mexico as an agent of t>>oJJ. S. SERVICE AND 
SHIPPING CORPORATION and told REYNOLDS I had refused .beoauso T was ap¬ 
prehensive that -X might become involved in senbthing unpleasant. 


PDuring 'the time that X was* associated with GOLOS 1 recall that 
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"one THEODORE BAYER, during tho year 1942, mado infrequent visits to see

# BAYER, I recall .front conversations I had with GOLOS that’ 'BAYER was tho 
’managing editor of »Soviot .Russia Today.* At tho present >timo ho still 
holds that .position. I know nothing of’BAYER'S past, activities except- 

, that previous to his boing connoctod with tho Communist Party’ho was a 
. , Social Democrat and usodtto associate with tho ’Jewish.Daily Forward* , 

, -crowd. GOLOS informed no that BAYER had,. in 1942, made 'several attempts ,* 
-to havo-bin (GOLOS) cooperate and -that he was somewhat concerned over 
tho identity of this individual, that ho was able to find out that ho 
(BAYER) was not in any way connected with GOLOS* branch of tho Intolli- 

■ v .gonco 'Service. GOLOS intimated to me, however, that ho was possibly 

* connected with the * neighbors, * a nano‘which GOLOS and ay other Russian 
contacts used in referring to Soviet Military Intelligence. As 2 have 
,■ previously stated,* BAYER has boon a friend or associate of JOHN REYNOLDS 
for a considerable period of time. As also previously stated,,./!, was 
introduced by mo .to -JOHN REYNOLDS- in tho latter part of-May 1945, at 
which tine AL told REYNOLDS.ho -would see him within three weeks. When ' 
AL'.failod to .comuni cate triLth REYNOLDS> ho went to seo PAYER and told 
him about having net AL and the fact that AL had not kept his appoint¬ 
ment-as ho promised to do. I also know-that REYNOLDS .told BAYER tho .. 

■ .present status of the U. S. SERVICE AND SHIPPING CORPORATION and, as a 
.matter'of fact, I am sure that BAYER knows-about- the Communist Party's 
financial interest in U. S. SERVICE.AND SKIPPING ’CORPORATION. REYNOLDS 
subsequently told me that BAYER promised to got him another Russian con- 

■» tact in tho evont that AL did not subsequently seo him. 

‘"Sometime around the ond of August 1945 t again mot Al^and, at 
that tine, .pointed cut to-him that REYNOLDS, had informed TED'BAYER of 
AL*s visit wi Ah REYNOLDS in New York'. .AL replied that ho was sorry that ' 
this happened as. he know .PAYER to bo a dangerous individual'who drank to 
i excess and 'wao, when under tho influence of -liquor, would -reveal everything 
he knew. '

"Another individual whom I became, aware of during my activities 
-was .one STEVE FETEBp.j Although I nevernet this individual, he is a well 
known, Comunist Party member, and it is ny recellection that ho-wrote a 
rather well known manual entitled, * Pot ors» Manual . This manual,-, among 
other things, sets.forth-certain "rules for the guidance of .good Communists 
It came to ay-attention from GREGORY SILVERHASTER sometime prior to'tho 
death-of GOLOS'that PETERS was in'Washington and was attempting to 'infil¬ 
trate into -the SILVERHASTER group, that is, to secure -information from, 
some of the members thereof:I;wo*cali that when. 2 infomod GOLOS of this 
attempted' encroachment by.PETERS, GOLOS Went to the New York Headquarters 
of. tho Communist Party and made a protest there to someone. ;It is my 
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« ‘.GENS* who could ‘laydown the law to those boys and straighten them out.j 

15 1 have previously mentioned HARRY,KAGAN and one RIJAK as haying 
■received coney from GOLDS while they were employed with the SOVIET ‘PURCHAS¬ 
ING COMMISSION In Washington, D. C. I now recall that the duties of KAGAN 
and RIJAK in so far as they concerned GOLOS were nore or less to-watch the * 
activities of the various‘ enplcyees of the SOVIET PURCHASING COMMISSION to 
be sure that they were not profiteerings They also checked up on the 
social activities of these employees and. reported any /indiscretions ,to . 
GOLOS.. ' , , 


“Another group of whose existence I became aware sometime in the 
early summer of 1942 was comprised of several engineers who,' when X first 
learned of 'them, were located in New York City* 1 recall that on one-oc¬ 
casion while I was driving through the lower East side of the’City of New 
York with GOLOS to keep a dinner engagement, he stopped the car and told 
me ho had to meet someoneV X remained in’the car and saw GOLOS'moot an 
individual on the street corher*' I managed‘tp got only a fleeting glimpse 
of this individual and recall that he was tall, thin, and woro horn rimmed 
eyeglasses. GOLOS told me that this person was one of a group of engineers, 
and that ho had given this person ray residence telephone number so that he 
would be able to' reach GOLOS whenever he desired. He did not elaborate on 
the activities of this person and his associates nor did ho over-identify 
any of them except that this one raan to whom, ho gave ray telephone number 
was referred to as, 1 JULIUS 1 . However, I do Jiot helievo this'was,his true~' 
name*- I received two or throe telephone calls from JULIUS telling no he 
wanted to see .GOLOS and relayed the massages to GO JOS. donctime later, 
probably in 1943» JULIUS and the others in tho group proceeded 1 to Norfolk, 
Virginia, whore they secured enplpyroentkind, and 1 recall that on 
ono occasion COCOS rravolSuTTo Norfolk tc s ;t them. Approximately six 
.months prior to tn? death of GOiDS, ho told, mo that ho was turning over 
JULIUS and t.in't group to some other Russian v. p hon ho did not identify. My 
last contact with JULIUS cane shortly before tho death of GOLOS, after tho 
latter ,had tnmea ;he group over to someone else. On this occasion JULIUS 
telephoned no very early in the morning and said ho wanted to see GOLOS. 
GOLOS told ns later that tho reason JULIUS had desired to sec bin was that 
ho had lost Iris. Russian contact and wanted cnlltft GOLOS 1 aid in getting 
reestablished. * I havo no further knowledge of the identity nor of tho ac- ‘ 
tivitics of this group, oxcopt that, so far as X know or havo reason to 
boliovo, GOLOS was npt receiving mail from then at any tine either while 
they woro -in Ncvf York or after thoy mevod to Norfolk* During a conversation 
I had with JACK, how.ovor, sorao tine in tho fall cf 1944. when ho rand I wore 
discussing dosirablo typos of information to be sought, ho remarked that, 
though ho was interested primarily in political data, ho was always glad 
to receive information, for instance, ‘like that group of engineers down 
in Norfolk might 'secure - if they should learn something about a submarine,,. 
I would bo glad to got it * * 
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"recollection that OOLOS mentioned that ho knew PETERS and I remember 
that sometime later BHOVBDER .happened to mention that GO LOS had known 
PETERS. I have never net PETERS ,nor have I seen him to ay knowledge end 
the only other information I have with respect to him concerns inquiries 
made by JACK and A£-asking if I wore acquainted with PETERS. Upon learn¬ 
ing that 'I was not acquainted with PETERS, JACK seemed soncwhqt surprised 
and stated that GOLOS had known him. Neither JACK nor AL.pressed their 
inquiries ‘further after I informed them that 1 had never"net PETERS.

,cation In tho Spring of 1945, after,I had severed my connections with the 
American contacts I formerly had, JACK told mb that they wbtfo having sene 
trouble with AST because ho was attempting, to ‘move in 1 on some of my 
former contacts And that his.*activities wore on behalf of EARL 3ROWDER. . 

He asked that X confor with-BROWDER and request that ABT be instructed 
to ce*so activities along that lino. I-did take the natter up with f 
BROWDER who seemed somewhat sheepish when I made tho accusation. BROWDER, 
at first, claimed to know nothing about such efforts on his .behalf being 
nado by ABT, but I told-him - that it was obvious'ho must know what was 
going on and ho merely ^shrugged his shouldors and had no further comment. 

^••Referring again to HAROLD, GLASSER, I roca.ll that after his 
return from* his assignment in Europe, probably in Italy,, for the United 
States Treasury Department, VICTOR PERLO told no that GLASSER had asked' 
him if ho would bo ablo to got back in with the PERLO-gr;oup. I .asked 
PERLO how GLASSER happened to , leave the group and ho explained that 
GLASSER and ono or two others had boon taken sometimo before by sono 
American in some governmental agency in Washington, and that this uniden¬ 
tified American tuned GLASSER and tho others over to sono Russian. PERLO 
declared ho did net ..know-the identity of this American,, and said that 
CHARLEY KRAKBR. so far as ho knew, was the only person who had this in¬ 
formation. Sometime later I was talking *.riLth KRAMER in New York City, and 
brought up this matter to him.; ’ At this time KRAIKSR ’told mo that tho person 
who ( had originally taken GLASSER-away from PERLO*s group was named-HISS 
and "that ho was .in tho U. S. State Department. -I had kopt JACK advised of 
-tho information relative’to GLOSSER vhich was being furrdshed to mo by 
PERLO and later- by ‘KRAMER, and I recall that sometime in tho spring of 
1945 JACK asked mo 1 who HISS'was'. .Later I clipped from tho newspaper, ‘PHI,
